TAKING  MEASURES 

TO  SAVE  VEGETABLES 

VANCOUVER.  Jan.  !•.— With  the 
object  of  devlainc  ways  and  roeana  to 
■ave  some  1,200  tona  of  onions,  surpluit 
of  last  year's  onion  crop  In  the  Kel- 
owna  district,  representatives  of  the 
Food  Controller's  Department  are  now 
In  the  Okanaran,  states  Mr.  Robert 
Robertson.  British  Columbia  represen- 
tative of  the  Food  Controller  for  fruit 
and  veffetablea 

It  was  at  flrst  surgested  that  the 
stock  of  surplus  vegetables  ht  this 
Province  could  be  saved  by  an  ar- 
'  rangement  entered  into  with  the  banks 
wliereby  the  evaporators  would  take 
over  the  stock  with  the  possibility  of 
flnding  a  market  for  the  produce  at  a 
later  date  or  to  be  conserved  for  con- 
liuniption  by  the  troops  abroad.  Act- 
ing under  the  Instructions  of  the  Foo:] 
Controller,  now  the  onions  are  being 
sorted  out  for  use  in  the  evaporators 
and  for  shipment  for  the  Coast  and 
Prairie  markets.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  prompt  action  was  necessary  to 
save  the  onions  from  going  to  waste, 
all  possible  will  be  turned  over  to  thy 
evaporators.   It  Is  stated. 


WASill.NCTON,  Jan.  26— President  Wilson  today  completed 
his  proclanration  calling  on  tne  American  people  for  greater  food 
.saving  in  order  to  release  more  food  for  the  army  and  for  the  Allies. 
It  was  given  out  at  the  White  House  for  publkation  in  Sunday's 
papers.     The  proclamation  follows: 

A  Proclanyttlon.  Many  causes  have 
have  contributed  to  create  the  neces- 
sity for  a  more  Intense  effort  on  the 


part  of  our  people  to  eavip  food  In 
order  that  we  may  supply  our  asso- 
ciates in  the  war  with  the  suftenance 
vitally  necesaary  to  them  in  these  days 
of  privation  and  stress.  The  re- 
duced productlvHy  of  Europe  because 
of  the  large  diversion  of  man  power 
to  the  war,  the  partial  failure  of  har- 
vest* and  the  elimination  of  the  more 
distant  markets  for  foodatuffs 
through  the  destruction  of  ships 
plaoaa  the  burden  of  their  sobslst- 
ence  very  largely  on  our  shoulders. 

The  food  admlnlatraUon  has 
formulated  suggestions,  which,  if 
followed,  will  enable  us  to  meet  this 
great  responsibility  without  any  real 
Inconvenience  on  our  part. 
Savlnc  of  IVKeat 
In  order  that  we  may  reduce  our 
consumption  of  wheat  and  wheat 
products  by  30  per  cent — a  »educ- 
Uon  imperatlvaly  necessary  to  pro- 
vide the  supply  for  overseas — whole- 
■alers,  Jobbeni  and  retailers  should 
purchase  and  reaell  to  their  oustom- 
•ra  only  TO  per  oont  of  tho  amounts 
used  In  1917.  All  manufacturers  of 
iTfmanUry  pasfMt  1MiKMl|||-«raakera. 
pastry  and  breakfast  e«rMIs  should 
reduce  their  purchasao  snd  consump- 
tion of  wheat  and  wh«4t  nonr  to  70 
per  cent  of  their  1917  r«i|i|lr«ments. 
and  all  bakers  of  bread  and  rolls  to 
80  per  cent  of  their  currant  require- 
ments. Consumers  should  reduce 
their  purchases  of  wheat  products 
for  home  consumption  to  almost  70 
per  cent  of  those  of  last  year,  or, 
when  buying  bread,  should  purchase 
mixed  cereal  breads  from  the  bakers. 
To  provide  suflloient  cereal  food, 
homes,  pubUc  eating  places,  dealers 
and  manufacturers  should  substitute 
potatoes,  vegetables,  corn,  barley 
oats  and  rice  products,  and  the  mixed 
cereal  bread  and  other  products  of 
the  bakers  which  contains  an  admix- 
ture  of   other   cereals. 

In  order  that  consumption  may  be 
restricted  to  Ihis  extent.  Mondays 
and  Wednesdays  should  be  observed 
as  wheatless  days  each  week,  and 
one  meal  each  day  should  be  ob- 
served aa  a  wheatleaa  meal. 
Me»U«H  I>»y« 
In  both  homao  and  public  eating 
places,  in  order  to  reduce  the  con- 
sumption of  boot,  pork  and  sheep 
products,  Tuesday  should  be  observed 
as  a  meatless  day  in  each  week,  one 
meatlesa  meal  should  be  observed  in 
each  day;  while.  In  addition.  Satur- 
day« In  each  week  should  further  l>e 
observed  as  a  day  upon  which  there 
should  be  no  oonsumpUon  of  pork 
products. 

A  continued  economy  In  the  use  of 
sugar  will  be  necesaary  until  later  in 
the  year. 

It  la  Imperative  that  all  waste  and 
unneeeoaary  conaumptlon  of  all  aorta 
of  foodstuffs  should  be  rigidly  ellm- 
tn«ted. 

The  malntenanoe  of  health  and 
strength  of  our  own  people  la  vitally 
necessary  at  this  time,  and  there  should 
be  no  dangerouo  restriction  of  thd  food 
supply,  but  the  ellmlBatlon  of  every 
sert  of  waste  aiid  the  substitution  of 
other  commodities  of  which  we  have 
Btore  abundant  supplies  for  tboae  which 
we  need  to  save  will  In  no  way  Impair 
the  strength  of  our  people,  and  wMl  en- 
able as  to  meet  one  of  the  most  prees- 
iBg  obligations  of  the  war. 
:''I.  therafOff*.  la  the  national  Interest, 
take  the  liberty  of  calling  upon  every 
loyal  American  to  take  fully  to  heart 
the  suggestions  which  are  being  cir- 
culated by  the  Food  Administration  and 
of  seeing  that  they  be  followed.  I  am 
oonttdent  that  the  great  body  of  onr 
women,  who  have  labored  so  loyally  in 
ee-operatlea  with  the  Food  Administra- 
tion for  the  success  of  food  conserva- 
tion, will  strengthen  their  efforts  and 
will  take  It  as  part  of  their  burden  In 
this  period  of  national  Mrrlee  to  eee 
that  the  above  suggestions  are  observed 
tbroughottt  the  land.

Hotels  and  restaurants  will  be  classed  aa 
bakeries,  and  will  be  required  to  serve  the 
new   victory   bread.

EXPIOIN  KILLS 
TEN  EMPLOYEES 


Accident  at  Naval  Torpedo 
Station  in  Newport,  R.I., 
Has  Disastrous  Results — 
Many  Are  Wounded, 


NEWPORT.  R.  I.,  Jan.  2«.— Three 
bombproof  a  at  the  naval  torpedo  station 
here  were  wrecked  late  today  by  an  ex- 
ploalon  of  fulminate  of  mercury,  kill- 
ing at  least  ten  elvtllan  employees  and 
Injuring  seven  othem,  one  probably 
favally.  Ten  othera  were  buyed  la  the 
rUlns  of  the  heavily  concreted  Htruo-> 
tures.  and  little  hope  was  expressed 
that  many  of  them  would  be  removed 
•live.  Captain  Edward  L.  Beach,  com* 
mandant  of  t^e  station,  aald  none  of 
tho  survivors  were  able  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  what  had  happened,  but  there 
wag  no  doubt,  he  asserted,  that  the  ex- 
plosion  waa  accidental. 

Late  tonight  a  rescue  party  heard 
voices  In  the  ruins  of  Number  One 
bombproof,  one  of  the  wrecked  struc- 
tures. A  pipe  waa  sunk  to  the  spot, 
and  It  was  learned  two  men  were 
alive.  They  were  given  stimulants 
and  nourishment  through  the  pipe, 
and  a  derrick  was  impressed  into 
service  to  raise  the  heavy  debris  cov- 
ering them.  At  midnight  ten  bodies 
had  been  recovered.  The  explosion 
occurred  in  bombproof  No.  2,  used  as 
a  dryroom  from  detonators  after  they 
had  been  fllled  with  fulminate  of  mer- 
cury. 

The  two  men  discovered  alive  In 
No.  1  bombproof  died  before  they 
could  be  reached.  The  bodies  were 
recovered.  It  was  believed  at  least 
three  more  bodies  were  in  the  ruina

OCCUPIED  TERRITORY 
WILL  BE  GERMANIZED 

Foreign  Secretary  Von  Kuehlmann  Again  Exposes 

His    Government    Schemes    to    Help    Baltic 

Provinces — Extols  Great  Services  Rendered 

by  Army  —  Condemns  Criticism 


AMSTERDAM,  Jan.  2<.— Dr.  Richard 
von  Kuehlmann.  the  German  Secre- 
tary for  Fbrelgn  Affairs,  speaking 
yeaterday  before  the  main  committee 
of  tho  Reichstag,  made  a  long  explana- 
tion in  defence  of  the  Central  Powers' 
negotiations  with  the  Russians  at 
Brest  Lltovsk.  The  general  tone  of 
the  German  Secretary's  speech  indi- 
cated that  there  had  been  strong 
criticisms  from  German  sourcea. 
chiefly  becauae  the  C}overnment  had 
not  dealt  with  the  Bolshevik!  as  con- 
querors dictating  to  the  conquered. 

Incidentally,  von  Kuehlmann  gave 
an  Interpretation  of  the  German  Idea 
of  self-determination  for  the  peoples 
of  Poland,  Courland  and  Lithuania. 
The  plan  Is  not  to  provide  a  referen- 
dum, but  a  doclalen  by  the  represen* 
tatlva  bodlea.  or  the  leaders  of  public 
opinion.  The  significant  point  in  this 
scheme  is  contained  In  the  fact  that 
the  so-called  representative  bodlea  of 
those  countries  now  consist  of  repre- 
sehtatlvea  moatly  chooen  by  the  Ger- 
man admlnlstratloik 

Von  Kaebtmann  and  Count  Czemln. 
the  Austro- Hungarian  Foreign  Minis- 
ter, are  returning  to  Brest  Lltovak  for 
a  renew.kl  of  the  negotiations  with  the

DIscusaIng  the  future  of  the  occv* 
pled  statos,  Secretary  von  Knohlmana 
saM  that  so  far  as  carrying  ont  tho 
rfvht  of  aalf-dlapoaal  was  conconed, 
than  waa  no  giiropspB  law.  or  oven 
cnatoas.

The  great 
masses  then  follow  slowly.  It  Is  an 
undeniable  fact  that  cerUin  elements 
of  the  population,  owing  to  their 
territorial  position,  education  aifd  tra- 
ditions, have  an  overwhelming  Influ- 
ence  in  those  countries  and  are  en- 
titled to  speak  for  them. 

"I  arree  with  what  was  explained 
here  yesterday  that  the  decision  of  a 
representative  body,  expressed  on 
broad  principles,  is  inflnltely  more  to 
the  purpose  than  a  referendum." 

Dealing  with  newspaper  criticism 
of  the  part  played  by  the  army  In  the 
negotiatlona.  the  secretary  aaid  that 
political  and  military  questions  wero 
Interpolated,  as  It  would  be  Impoe- 
sible  to  consult  headquarters  by  telo- 
graph  at  every  point 

"The  chief  army  administration.** 
he  said.  '*la  a  great  factor  in  our  life 
today,  and  It  would  not  be  wise  to 
pass  it  by.  The  taaks  which  have  been 
put  upon  It  are  tremendotia.  Upon 
their  aolntion  still  depoiHle  the  fate  of 
the  German  Empire.  By  the  fact  that 
representatives  of  the  chi^  adminis- 
tration of  tho  army  can  only  inter- 
vene ii^  dobatea  by  agreement  wltl^ 
the  political  loadara.  responslblllty  for 
the  political  adminlatratlon  la  com- 
pletely ooenrod.

FIRES  SIARTED 
AT  MANY  POIflTS 


Indications  Are  Given  of  Wide- 
spread Plot  to  Cripple 
Efforts  of  United  States  to 
Assist  in  War,

NEW  YORK,  Jan.  26.— Indications 
of  a  wideitpread  plot  to  cripple  the  ■ 
war  activities  of  the  United  Statea 
were  seen  today  in  a  series  of  flres 
In  shipyards,  on  munition  ships,  in 
war  plants  and  storage  buildings  at 
various  points  along  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  and  farther  Inland.  Nearly 
all  of  them  were  of  distinctly  sus- 
picious origin. 

Fears  that  the  flames  may  have 
been  set  by  enemy  aliens  were  given 
strength  by  the  Met  that  they  started 
within  a  few  hours  at  widely  separ- 
ated points  almost  a  week  to  a  day 
after  Kdward  N.  Hurley,  chairman 
of  the  U.  8.  Shipping  Board,  de- 
clared that  the  Government  had  been 
given  authoritative  warning  of  a 
German  plot  to  apply  the  torch  to 
planta  of  all  kinds,  especially  ship- 
yards, which  are  producing  Imple- 
ments   of    war. 

Mr.  Hurley  ordered  the  trebling  of 
soldier  and  police  guards  at  all  war 
plants,  and  In  some  cases  this  pre- 
caution resulted  In  preventing  even 
more  serious  losses.  It  was  an- 
nounced from  Washington  today  that 
thia  warning  was  issued  because  a 
"crank  lettat-"  had  not  been  properly 
Investigate^,  but  government  agenta 
in  varioua  parts  of  the  country  wero 
Inclined  to-  believe  that  it  waa  welf 
founded,  duarda  were  ygaln  strength- 
ened to  make  even  more  dlfflcult  the 
dopredatlona  of   Oorman  aconta. 

Disastrous  flres  started  only  a  few 
boun  jgpart  in  ataiAjiarda  at  Newark^ 
N.  ^M  and  BaMhMvd.  'thtt  losses  will 
agyregaie   IZ^AO^itfO. 

Flrbs  war»  discovered  on  loaded 
munition  dhfps  at  two  Atlantic  ports 
today,  but  they  were  extinguished  bo- 
fore  serious  damage  had  been  done. 

There  were  other  flres  of  a  sus- 
picious nature  in  New  York.  Pater- 
son,  N.  J..  Buffalo  and  Peterboro, 
Canada.  In  every  case  a  rigid  In- 
vestigation will  be  made  either  by 
the  municipal  or  military  authorities 
in  order  to  flx  the  reeponslbllity  If 
possible. 

Cargo  of  MnnltloB« 

AN  ATLANTIC  PORT,  Jan.  2«.— 
Loaded  with  war  supplies  for  the 
Italian  army,  some  of  them  highly  in- 
flamipable.  a  10,000-ton  American  mu- 
nition ship  armed  fore  and  aft  after 
making  ready  to  sail,  caught  Are  to- 
day from  an  unknown  source  while 
tied  up  at  her  pier.  Fire  boata  de- 
luged the  ship  and  more  damage  was 
done  by  water  than  by  Are.  The  loss 
is  not  yet  computed,  but  will  be 
heavy. 

The  Are  was  kept  from  the  Inflam- 
mable and  explosive  portions  of  the 
cargo.  The  Are  waa  discovered  by 
workmen.  The  naval  crow  at'  once 
shut  off  portions  of  the  cargo  and 
aided,  the  crew  In  subduing  the  Are. 
Military  Storea  Bnmed 
NEWARK.  N.  J..  Jan.  2«.— A  rigid 
military  investigation  of  the  fire  at 
Port  Newark  terminal  today  which 
caused  a  loss  of  11,500,000  at  the 
United  States  quartermaster  depart- 
ment supply  depot  and  the  submarine 
boat  corporation  shipyard,  was  or- 
dered tonight  by  Major-Oeneral  W.  A. 
Mann,  commanding  the  lEastem  De- 
partment. A  commission  of  army 
officers  will  conduct  the  inquiry.

NEW  YORK,  Jan.  2C.— Three  of  five 
barges  loaded  with  oil  and  icebound 
alongside  a  pier  at  the  shipbuilding 
plant  of  the  submarine  boat  corpora- 
tion, which  is  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion here  of  ships  for  the  Government 
were  deetroyed  by  fire  today.  The  blase 
was  discovered  by  soldiers,  who  claimed 
thejr  saw  a  man  running  away  from 
the*  scene.  When  they  tried  to  stop 
him  a  shot  was  flred  and  a  bullet  went 
through  the  hat  of  the  sergeant  in 
command.

LONDON,  Jan.  j6. — The  latest  reports  received  here 
from  British  correspondents  in  Petrograd  say  conditions 
tliere  steadily  are  becoming  worse.  Opposition  to  the  BoU 
sheviki  Government  is  growing,  principally  because  of  the 
recent  murder  of  two  former  members  of  the  Kerenskyi 
cabinet. 

The  Bolslieviki  arc  bringing  many  fresh  troops  from 
the  front,  apparently  for  the  protection  of  the  Government 
members.  Crowds  of  persons  assemble  on  the  street  cor- 
ners to  listen  to  sidewalk  orators,  many  of  whom  opcnlw 
denounce  the  Bolslieviki  regime. 

The;  police  have  disappeared,  and  it  is  a  daily  occurence 
for  soldiers  in  automobiles  to  pull  well-dressed  citizens  into 
the  cars,  to  divest  them  of  their  outer  garments,  and  leave 
them  half  naked  in  the  snow. "  -^  " 


UNWISE  EFFORTS 
TO  AID  SOlDIEItS 


[Tepartment  Reminds  Friends 
of  Those  in  Service  That 
Their  Requests  for  Promo- 
tion, etc.,  May  Harm  Latter 


OTTAWA,  Jan.  M.— The  Depart- 
ment of  Militia  and  Defence  haa  Is- 
sued a  memorandum  the  object  of 
which  is  "to  acquaint  the  relatives 
and  friends  of  soldiers  serving  In  the 
Canadian  forces  with  the  policies 
which  have  been  adopted  with  re- 
Bi>ect  to  promotions,  transfers,  fur- 
loughs and  kindred  matters."  and  also 
"to  inform  those  Interested  where  to 
direct  Inquiries"   about  thesn  matters. 

Hope  is  expressed  in  one  of  the 
Oldening  paragraphs  of  tne  memoran- 
dum that  members  of  the  Senate  and 
Houae  of  Commons,  persons  holding 
offlclal  positions,  clergy  and  others 
having  occaaion  to  correspond  on 
these  subjecu  will  refrain  from  mak- 
ing requests  which  are  at  variance 
with  the  policies  laid  down,  except  in 
cases  of  extreme  urgency.  They  are 
slso  requested  to  correspond  through 
the   proper  channels. 

Dealing  with  rea.ueats  for  leavo  of 
absence  and  transfers,  the  memoran- 
dum states  that  such  requests  should 
be  made  by  the  soldier  himself,  and 
not    by    other   interested    parties. 

In  some  cases.  It  Is  stated,  requaots 
made  by  persona  other  than  the  aol- 
dier  have  t>een  repudiated  by  him,  and 
coaaldorabte  embarrastnent  caoaod 
to    tho    department. 

"Except  in  very  apodal  eases,"  «kys 
the  memorandum,  "recommondatlons 
or  requests  will  not  bo  forwnrdod 
from  militia  headquarters  to  tho  ovar-

Boport  Oossaok  SpUt 

PETROORAD,  Jan.  26.— An  oflloial 
statement  issued  today  by  the  Bolahe- 
vlkl  Government  says  that  on  Wednes- 
day the  congress  of  Cossacks  from  the 
front  was  Inaugurated  at  the  military 
station  at  Kamennky  and  pusHed  unan- 
imously a  resolution  declaring  war  on 
General  Kaledih  and  relegating  all  au- 
thority  to  the  congress. 

A  military  revolutionary  committee, 
the  statement  adds,  was  formed  and 
detachments  were  sent  to  capture  the 
teams  of  Likhata  and  Zeverevo. 
iSighteen  superior  ofllcers  were  arrested. 

Continuing,  the  statement  says: 

"The  Cossacks  are  fired  with  enthus- 
iasm and  are  striving  to  end  Kaledin 
with  their  own  hands. 

"The  regiment  detailed  to  arrest  the 
general  staff  was  too  late.  At  the  staff 
headquarters  a  note  written  by  General 
Kaledin  waa  found  declaring  that  the 
railways  had  been  placed  under  special 
control." 

The  official  sfstement,  which  waa  sent 
out  by  wireless,  Mldreseed  to  "All"  and 
under  the  caption  of  "The  Revolution 
of  the  Don."  begins: 

"On  Wednesday,  at  the  military  sta- 
tion at  Kamensky,  a  congress  of  Cos- 
sacks waa  Inaugurated.  Representatives 
were  present  from  SI  regiments,  Ave 
batteries  and  two  reserve  reirlmenta 
There  Were  present  also  at  the  con- 
gress all  of  the  partlelpanta  in  the  con- 
ference of  laboring  Cossackdom,  which 
waa  Instituted  at  Vorooesh  on  January 
II. 

"General  Kaledin  gave  orders  for  the 
dispersal  of  the  congress  and  the  arrest 
of  the  organisers.  The  congress  unan- 
imously passed  a  reaolutlcm  declaring 
war  upon  Kaledin  and  relegating  to 
itself  all  authority  on  the  Don.  A  mili- 
tary revolutionary  committee  was  elect- 
ed, and  detachments  have  been  sent  ont 
far  the  purpose  of  capturing  the  sta- 
tions ef  KIkhaia  and  Zeverevo.  Rlghteen 
edicers  of  superior  rank  have  been  ar- 
rested. 

"During  the  operates  for  the  cap- 
Care  of  the  military  station  at  Zaverevo 
the  dlvlslanal  staff,  headed  by  Colonel 
Mlbhailoff,   fled."

Lorraine  Is  Oermany'a  and  will  remain 
So.

An  honorable,  complete  re- 
instatement of  Belgium  la  our  duty. " 

"I  can  not  see  the  day,"  Herr  Schelde- 
mann went  on,  "when  Germany  will  say 
to  tha  ISntente:  'We  accept  your  terms: 
we  are  beaten.'  But  as  little  can  I  see 
tha  day  when  Bngland,  France  and  tha 
United  8tates  will  say  the  same  to  us." 
Regarding  relations  between  Germany

Evidence  at  Halifax  Inquiry 
Shows  That  No  Trouble  Is 
Taken  to  Avert  Collisions — 
Force  of  Explosion. 


HALIFAX,  Jan.  26.-i— Roland  Ice- 
ton,  R.C.N.,  assiatant  to  Commander 
Wyatt.  R.N.,  chief  examining  officer 
at  the  port  of  Halifax,  waa  subjected 
to  a  lengthy  examination  at  the  Mont 
Blanc-Imo  collision  inquiry  here  to- 
day. Iceton,  who  waa  en  duty  laat 
Wednesday,  when,  according  to  re- 
ports, a  repetition  of  the  disaster  on 
December  6  waa  narrowly  averted, 
two  ahlps,  one  laden  with  munltlona. 
almost  colliding  In  the  narrows  of 
Bedford  Baaln,  waa  closely  questioned 
regarding  thla  incident.  Ha  said  it 
had  been  arranged  that  pertain  ships 
should  sail  that  morning,  that  one, 
the  munitions  ship,  had  tarried  be- 
hind. His  superior,  ComnMinder 
Wyatt,  had  gone  to  the  collision  In- 
quiry that  morning  and  left  him  In 
charge.  He  linew  that  aome  ships 
were  coming  up  the  harbor,  but  did 
not  sand  word  to  the  guardahip  to 
that  affect. 

Asked  if  he  could  have  closed  the 
port,  thus  eliminating  all  danger 
should  the  delayed  ship  come 
through  the  narrows,  witness  said 
he  could  not  do  so  without  orders 
from*  his  chief. 

Icetan  was  in  charge  of  the  office 
the  morning  of  the  dlaaater  of  De- 
cember «,  and  he  waa  examined  as 
to  what  ha  knew  of  the  coming  of 
the    Mont    Blanc. 

He  told  the  court  that  he  waa 
three  times  advhied  that  the  muni- 
tions ship  was  coming  up  the  harbor. 
He  was  notmed  when  she  left  qwnr- 
antlne,  when  she  passed  George's 
Island,  and  when  she  was  abreast  of 
his  station.  No  attempt  waa  made  to 
notify  the  guardahip  In  the  basin 
that  aha  waa  coming. 

Asked  abont  Commander  Wjratt's 
office  hours.  Iceton  said  that  he  came 
to  the  office  at  8 .SO  a.  m.  and  left 
at  All  times.

LONDON.  Jan.  2«.— There  waa  great 
aerial  activity  on  tbe  British  front  in 
France  yastavday  and  last  night,  ac- 
cording to  the  report  from  KIrld  Mar- 
siuJ"  Halg's  headquarters  tonight.  The 
British  airmen  accounted  for  sixteen 
Airplanes,  and  themselves  lost  only 
one  machine,  which  la  reported  mlsa- 
iog.  In  addition.  British  bombing 
planes  dropped  ei^ht  tons  of  expio-, 
sives  on  various  enemy  objectlvea 
The  text  of  the  communicatloii  fol- 
lows: 

"During  the  night  the  enemy  raided 
one  of  our  posts  south  of  Fontaine- 
les-CrolslIles;  two  of  our  men  are 
missing.  This  morning  a  hoatile  raid- 
ing party  was  driven  off  north  of 
Passchendaele. 

"Hostile  artillery  showed  some  ac- 
tivity during  the  morning  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Havrincourt  and  Poel- 
capel. 

"There  was  great  activity  In  the  air. 
The  aerial  work  with  the  artillery 
was  continued  by  our  airplanes,  and 
large  railway  sidings  at  Courtrai.  the 
enemy's  billets  at  Roulers  and  other 
targets  wore  bombed.  Hard  ilghtinir 
occurred  in  the  air  all  along  the  Une. 
the  results  being  largely  in  our  favor. 
Ten  hostile  atrplant-M  were  brought 
down  and  six  others,  were  driven 
tli>\yn  out  of  control.  One  of  our  ma- 
chines   la   mlHsiing. 

"Last  night  ax  soon  as  darkness 
tame  on  the  aerial  activity  was  re- 
fcumed  and  continued  until  3  o'clock 
In  the  morning,  when  a  heavy  mist 
made  flying  Impossible.  More  than 
eight  tons  of  bombs  were  droiiped, 
eeverul  of  our  pilots  making  two 
trii)S.  Five  large  enemy  airdromes  In 
the  neltfhbot-hood  of  Ghent,  and  also 
billets  In  the  neighborhood  of  Douai. 
Mere  bombed.  One  hundred  and  sixty 
bonib-i  were  dropped  on  a  new  hoH- 
tlle  airdrome  west  of  Tournai.  All 
of    our    machines    returned    safely." 

TWO  MEN  ARRESTED 
ON  ESPIONAGE  CHARGE 

ABERDEEN,  8.  D.,  Jan.  2«.— Walter 
lleynacher.  a  real  estate  dealer  here, 
and  formerly  a  captain  In  the  German 
navy,  with  Conrad  Kornemann.  pub- 
lisher of  the  Deutscher  Herold,  a  Ger- 
man language  newspaper  publfshed  at 
Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  was  held  In  Jail 
here  today  pending  a  hearing  before  a 
United  States  commissioner  on  charges 
of  violating  the  espionage  act.

LONDON.  Jan.  25.— The  text  of  tha 
statement  follows  relating  to  bom- 
bardment of  the  cruiser  Goeben:

Representatlveii  ol  women's  organl- 
zattona  thi«  afternoon  met  Attorney- 
Cieneral  FarrU  and  pretwed  for  CJov- 
ernment  action  on  pensions  for 
motheni,  rulalr)g  the  age  of  marriage 
to  18  yeara,  umendraenta  to  the  De- 
serted Wlvejj  Act,  and  equal  pay  for 
women  doing  equal  work  with  men. 

The  Attorney-General,  after  hear- 
ing the  caae  presented,  prumiiied  It 
would  have  the  <<overnment'H  moat 
careful  consideration,  and  said  he  felt 
that  the  Uovernment  would  be  In 
sympathy  wUh  the  suggestions.  The 
past  record  of  the  Government  show- 
ed that,  he  declared.

Legislation  might  help,  ho 
said,  but  something  really  deeper  was 
required. 

With  reference  to  the  nue.stloii  of 
employment  of  women,  the  Allorney- 
General  pointed  out  that  in  the  new- 
ly-created department  of  labor  theie 
had  been  but  one  appointment,  that 
of  a  deputy,  and  the  next  would  cer- 
tainly be  a  woman,  for  a  stenog- 
rapher  would   be   the   next  appointee. 


NEED  ASSISTANCE 


lumber  Afflicted  by  Explosion 
Much  Greater  Than  Cana- 
dian Soldiers  Who  Have  So 
Suffered  in  Battle. 


XEW  YORK,  Jan.  Jfi. —Three  or 
four  times  as  many  persouH  were 
made  totally  or  i)artlally  blind  l>y 
the  munitions  explosion^*  at  llalirnx 
as  have  sirffered  that  afflicltoii  among 
Canadian  soldiers  wince  the  war  be- 
gan. Edward  Vancleve,  manuirlnR: 
director  of  the  national  committee 
for  tho  prevention  of  blindness,  has 
reported  this  after  a  personal  survey 
of  conditions.  HecognlzInK  th.it  the 
number  of  blinded  victims  Is  Kreater 
than  from  any  similar  disaster  In  his- 
tory, tho  committee  has  decldt-d  to 
start  a  campaign  for  relief  funds, 
and  to  ask  for  support  In  all  parts 
of  the  United  States.  The  money 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  Halifax 
Blind  Relief  Committee  to  be  used  to 
prevent  further  loss  of  sight  by  the 
suff^rer.s  and  to  care  for  and  re-edu- 
cate the  blinded. 

A  clinic  has  been  started  under  the 
direction  of  Sir  FYederlck  FYaser  the 
blind  superintendent  of  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  which  he  found- 
ed   42    years    ago. 

One  of  the  most  dLstlngulnhed  ocru- 
lists  of  Canada  ■will  be  In  actual 
charge,  assisted  by  Mlaa  Lotta  S. 
Rand,  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Commission  fir  the  Blind.

Mayor  Henry  AleKenzlc,  a  native 
of  bonnle  Scotland,  has  occupied  a 
chair  oit  the  aldermanic  board  con- 
tinuously from  1912  until  1916,  wh'-n 
he  was  elei'tcil  .Mayor  by  a  siilistan- 
tial  vole.  Durinp  the  pant  year  a.s 
Mayor  be  illd  everything  In  his  power 
to  retren<'h.  anil  It  was  partly  by  bis 
«?fforts  that  the  civic  ilebt  iias  been 
lowered    by    many    thousand   dollars. 

iJurlng  his  five  yearn  as  alderman 
he  was  chairman  of  the  leKlnlatlve, 
tinanco  and  streets  committees,  where 
he  found  and  tackled  many  hard  prob- 
lems to  the  greater  welfare  of  the 
city. 

In  1915  he  fathered  the  resolution 
to  reduce  the  ubiertnanic  board  from 
nine  to  six,  which  iilan  was  carried 
unanimously  and  has  worked  to  per- 
fection. 

Aid.  Frederick  A.  Busby,  who  w 
elected  to  the  aldermanlc  board  a 
recent  civic  elections,  .was  horn  at 
Oakvllle.  Ontario,  and  came  to  New 
Westminster  29  years  ago.  After  re- 
siding there  for  a  short  time  he  moved 
to  Nanalmo,  where  he  has  lived  since. 

Mr.  Busby  Is  by  no  means  a  new 
man  In  civic  affairs.  He  sat  on  the 
council  for  eight  consecutive  years 
and  was  Mayor  In  1916.  During  his 
regime  as  Mayor  he  had  a  very  stren- 
uous time  and  the  whole  year  was 
based  on  retrenchment.  As  an  alder- 
man he  was  on  the  finance  and  legis- 
lative committees,  where  he  did  excel- 
lent   work. 

Aid.  Alexander  Forrester  has  served 
eight  years  as  an  alderman,  this  being 
his  ninth  term.  He  has  also  served 
one  year  on  tho  school  board.  For 
many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  XHnalmo 
General  Hospital  and  also  served  some 
time  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
management  of  the  Nanalmo  Club,  of 
which  board  he  Is  still  a  member. 
During  his  regime  as  an  alderman  Mr. 
Forrester  ha.<!  alwaxs  taken  a  keen  In- 
terest In  an>-  movement  for  the  good 
of  the  <'lty  and  community. 

Aid.  William  .1.  K«  rffuson  Is  one  of 
Nanaimo's  oldest  aldermen  and  at  tho 
recent  election  he  topped  the  poll  In 
the  South  Ward.  He  was  first  elect- 
ed In  1912  and  has  held  a  chair  on 
the  coun-cil  ever  finca  It  w.ts  Aid. 
Ferguson  who  brought  the  tire  depart- 
ment up  to  its  ]>rascnt  standard  of  ef- 
ttciency,  having  equipped  the  station 
with  motor  apparatu.^.  Nanalmo  now 
Is  said  to  have,  for  a  city  of  its  slxe. 
the  best  equipped  department  in  Brit- 
ish CoIuml>ia.  In  ISK  it  was  be  who 
advocated  the  election  of  police  and 
liconce  commissioners  by  the  rate- 
(>ayers,  which  plan  the  Provincial 
Government  formally  accepted  and  is 
now   on   the  statute   books. 

Aid.  Ferguson  was  chairman  of  the 
streets  committee  last  year  and  the 
streets  have  been  kept  up  In  an  ex- 
cellent manner  in  proportion  to  the 
money   spent.

'At  Monday  nivht'a  Council  m«*tlns 
weiunderaUnd  that  two  propoaala  dS' 
■l*ned  to  rollAve  th«  t«x  delinquency 
■Ituatlon  will  b«  eonaldered.  We  can- 
not pretend  to  any  definite  knowledge 
o(  iirhat  tbey  will  be.  m  neither  have 
a«  yet  been  made  public,  but  It  aeeme 
timely  to  deflne  our  own  attitude 
avain,  aa  we  believe  It  la  that  of  the 
«r««t  majority  of  thoiie  who  are  af- 
fected.' In  -  the  flrst  place,  we  hold 
that  any  proposal  for  relief  ahould 
apply  to  all  arrears  and  also  cover  all 
future  payments  under  the  Local  Im- 
provement plan.  There  are  those  who 
contend  that  if  an  extension  of  time  Is 
giVon  for  the  nuyment  of  arrears 
enough  will  have  been  done  to  relieve 
the  situatlun.  We  dissent  fmni  this 
view.  If  tuxes  have  been  ho  oppres- 
sive that  property  ownerx  have  been 
unable  to  pay  the  current  year's  as- 
sesimient  It  surely  Is  common  loylc 
to  suppose  that  similar  assessments  In 
future  years  cannot  be  paid.  There- 
fore, we  hold  that  the  basis  of  any 
measure  of  relief  for  the  delinquency 
problem  must  Include  not  only  ar- 
gears  but  future  payments. 


It  must  be  remembered  In  dealing 
with  the  situation  that,  in  addition  to 
the  Local  Improvement  taxes,  with 
which  so  many  property  owners  are 
burdened,  there  is  also  the  levy  on 
land  for  general  purposes  whloh. 
though  considerably  reduced  In  re- 
cent years,  is  still  In  many,  Instances 
ofypresslve.  The  amount  of  arraars  of 
general  taxation  lai  proof,  of  the  In- 
ability of  people  to  pay.  If  they  have 
bean  unable  to  pay  Iri  the  past,  be- 
cause at  the  aame  time  they  havQ 
been  loaded  down  with  Local  Im- 
provemient  levies.  It  Is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  a  scheme  of  relief  which 
only  deals  with  arrears  will  not  meet 
th«  situation.  It  Is  for  those  In  whose 
hands  the  solution  rests  to  work  out 
a  policy  which  will  provide  progressive 
relief  and  at  the  same  time  make  ar- 
rai4rements  for  Insuring  (hat  the 
sinking  fund  will  be  able  to  meet  all 
civic  obligations  as  they  fall  due.  It 
la  ajao  very  essential  that  the  accumu- 
lated interest  on  arrears  at  eight  per 
cent  should  be  remitted.  Further, 
the;  so-called  rebate  should  be  wiped 
off  the  books  altogether. 

e 

We  venture  to  belleVe  that  a  policy 
thai  would  commend  Itself  to  the 
Council  and  to  the  cltlsens  ai  a  whole 
wol|ld  be  one  based  on  some  plan 
whfrsbjr,  gay.  the  fepayment  of  all 
expenditure  Incurred  under  the  Local 
Improvement  plan  were  extended 
over  thirty  years.  On  the  basis  of  a 
■yaUm  9t  relief  devised  In  this  way 
all  past  Interest  on  arrears  could  be 
obliterated.  Property  owners  who 
are  In  arrear  for  Ave  years  would 
have  still  2S  years  to  complete  their 
payments.  To  make  ourselves  clear: 
supposing  that  on  his  Local  Improve- 
ments an  owner  owes  11.000,  payable 
at  the  rate  of  $100  a  year  for  ten 
years.  H*  la  In  arrears  with  his  Local 
Improvemant  taxes  for  Ave  years,  or 
In  other  words  he  owes  fSOO,  putting 
the  question  of  Interest  a^lde.  Under 
the  proposal  as  mooted  he  would 
hava  to  pay  his  $1,000  within  the  next 
t^nronty-llve  years,  which  means  ho 
would  have  to  pay  $40  a  year  Instead 
of  facing  future  annual  oiyments  of 
$100,  plus  whatever  arrailRement 
might  be  made  about  the  payment  of 
the  arrears.  Some  solution  along 
these  lines  is,  to  our  way  of  thinking, 
the  only  one  calculated  to  meet  the 
«lt«lftion. 

There  are,  of  course,  various  as- 
pecl^  of  the  situation  to  be  consld- 
ere4'  There  Is  provision  to  be  made 
regarding  the  arrears  of  general  taxa- 
tion; further  provision  \o  insure  that 
til  bonded  Indebtedness  Is  met  and 
tome  arrangement  which  will  be 
tqultable  to  all.  Including  those  who 
bay*  been  fbrtnnate  enough  to  have 
been  able  to  pay  up  their  taxes  Iti 
(uU  on  or  before  the  dates  when  they 
were  due.  These  are  aspects  that 
will  not  be  diffloult  to  adjust  once  the 
main  policy  of  relief  Is  outlined. 
What  must  be  kept  In  view  U  that 
tasntlon.  aa  It  exists  now.  Is  too  bur- 
Aeneome.  That  Is  plainly  obvious. 
*rom  the  figures  of  collections  made 
test  year.  'During  the  twelve  iiy>ntbs 
IS  per  cent  of  the  property  owners 
114  not  pay  their  general  ratea,  and 
mm  Cl  per  cent  failed  to  pay  their 
Looal  Improvement  aaeeasments. 
nils  means,  taking  the  two  together, 
that  somewhere  In  the  neighborhood 
If  half  those  who  are  the  main  con- 
Irtbvtors  to  the  cItIo  exehe<|uer  have 
Vesn  unable  to  meet  the  demands  on 
tielr  purses.  Obvloaaly  the  remedy 
nnst  apply  to  the  entire  syetem  of 
ivylng  taxes. 

Whatever  solution  la  ultimately 
\depted  should  also  be  accompanied 
ty  a  deoMon  to  revise  the  whole  plan 
If  municipal  taxntton.  The  burden

)t  Victoria  is  to  proaper.  The  method

8AAVI0H  nUUOATlON 


We  bespeak  public  interest  in  the 
meeting  arranged  by  the  Board  of 
Tr4de  to  be  held  at  the  Olrls'  Central 
School  on  Wedneaday  night  next,  at 
which  Mr.  H.  W.  R.  Canavan  will 
speak  on  irrigation  In  the  Saanlch 
district.  This  subject  has  hardly  re- 
ceived the  attention  that  Is  Its  due. 
The  reason  probably  is  that  there  is  a 
general  lack  of  understanding  about 
how  production  would  be  assisted  un- 
der an  Irrigation  scheme  provided  at 
first  on  a  unit  basis  but  canable  of 
expansion  as  the  need  arises.  We 
have  learned  that  Mr.  Canavan  will 
be  able  to  throw  a  good  deal  of  light 
on  the  subject.  I''or  Instance,  it  can 
be  Hhown  that  whereas  th-*  actual 
amount  of  precipitation  necessary  to 
insure  a  full  crop  yearly  should  be  12 
Inches  during  the  months  of  May. 
Jiine,  Jaly  and  August,  the  actual 
average  precipitation  during  those 
months  In  Haanich  Is  only  3^  Inches. 
What  this  means  |ji  loss  to  the 
farmer  is  very  considerable.  Take 
the  case  of  strawberries.  It  Ih  esti- 
mated that  the  average  value  pro- 
duced per  acre  In  the  Gordon  Head 
district  Is  something  over  |500,  and 
this  on  land  which  retains  a  certain 
percentage  of  the  Winter  moisture 
during  the  Bummer  months.  With  a 
properly  devised  Irrigation  system  It 
is  claimed  that  the  value  of  produc- 
tion per  acre  could  be  brought  as 
high  as  $1,440.  In  the  Saanlch  dis- 
trict the  value  of  the  production  per 
acre  of  apples  Is  $280.  With  irriga- 
tion there  is  no  reason  why  this  out- 
put should  notHbe  Increased  by  from 
100  to  300  per  cent.  These  are  only 
a  couple  of  Instances,  and  no  doubt 
Mr.  Canavan  will  be  able  to  furnish 
Vgures  relating  to  every  kind  of  crop 
produced  In  the  district. 

After  provision  has  been  made  for 
supplying  a  population  of  150.000 
people  In  Victoria  and  the  adjacent 
municipalities  It  Is.  claimed  that  by 
utilising  the  water  supply  from  Sooke 
Lake,  Coldstream  and  Bik  Lake,  and 
with  the  latter  used  aa  a  regulating 
reservoir,  it  would  be  possible  to  put 
In  a  system  which  would  bring  SO,- 
000  acres  of  land  In  the  Saanlch*  dis- 
trict under  cultivation.  The  estab- 
lishment of  such  an  irrigation  system 
would  probably  cost  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $60  an  acre.  Thus  the  cost 
of  irrigating  20,000  acres  would  be 
$1,000,000.  But  there  Is  no  proposal 
afoot,  of  which  we  are  aware,  where- 
by such  an  expenditure  would  be  ne- 
cessary at  the  outset.  Mr.  Canavan 
will  be  able  to  explain  how  an  irriga- 
tion s3Vtem  can  be  built  up  and  the 
cost  extended  over  a  number  of 
yearn.  The  rate  of  repayment  of  the 
loan  necessary  for  the  work  would, 
of  course,  be  a  matter  of  arrangement 
between  the  municipalities  concerned, 
and,  undoubtedly,  the  Provincial  Oov- 
ernment  would  be  a  party  to  the 
agreement,  as  the  system  would  ex- 
tend to  unorganised  areas.  Probably 
It  would  be  necessary  to  create  a 
Water  Board  under  the  Provincial 
Act  to  administer  auch  an  undertak- 
ing. 

What  should  be  kept  In  mind  in 
discussing  the  advisability  of  an  Irri- 
gation system  In  Saanlch  is  the  Im- 
mense advantage  It  will  mean  to  Vle- 
torla.  If  production  In  the  vicinity  Is 
doubled,  and  possibly  trebled,  the 
people  of  the  district  will  have  taken 
a  long  step  forward  on  the  road  of 
prosperity.  This  city  will  benefit 
largely,  and  because  of  the  advan- 
tages It  will  derive  should  be  ready  to 
place  no  obstacles  In  the  wi>y  of  this 
development,  provided  all  the  corpor- 
ation rlghta  are  safeguarded.  The  ob- 
ject we  have  In  view  In  touching 
superficially  on  the  project  is  In  the 
hope  of  directing  public  attention  In 
Victoria  and  Saanlch  to  the  eminent' 
advantages  which  appear  to  exist 
through  an  irrigation  scheme.  We 
hope  all  Interested  will  hear  what  Mr. 
Canavan  has  to  say  on  the  subject. 
He  haa  been  connected  with  many 
Irrigation  projects  and  speaks  with 
auth(>rlty  on  this  branch  of  agricul- 
tural development.

British 
Labor  apprectatea,  and  has  alwsps 
apprectated,  the  beneflcenoe  of  Brlt- 
lah  laws  and  British  administration.

It  ta  Labor  at  the  front  that  Is 
flghtlog  Labor's  battles  at  home,  and 
both  are  Interdependent.  The  soldier 
laborers  do  not  strlhe.  because  they 
oannot.  If  Jthey  did  they  would  be 
annihilated  by  the  power  of  autocracy. 
They  cannot  realise  why  thoee  at 
home  should  strike,  for  tbey  know 
that  such  action  weakena  their 
.strength  and  thus  prolongs  the  war. 
Britain  haa  been  marvellously  free 
from  serious  labor  troubles  during 
this  war  and  we  lielieve  the  reason 
for  this  lies  mainly  in  Its  being  a 
people's  war  where  they  are  lighting 
for  existence  and  for  freedom  from 
any  future  menace  of  miUtarlam. 
Everyone  realizes  a  new  world  will 
emerge  with  peace.  b\it  what  all  do 
not  consider  is  that  unless  this  war 
Is  won  by  the  Allies  we  shall  either 
live  hereafter  under  a  perpetual 
threat,  or  else  we  shall  be  brought 
under  the  thraldom  of  Germany.  Mr. 
Henderson  knows  this.  All  the  great 
British  labor  leaders  are  a  unit  in 
supporting  him.  It  seems  that  not 
the  least  glorious  part  of  the  history 
of  this  war  will  be  the  stand  of 
British  Labor,  both  at  the  front  and 
at  home.  The  manner  In  which  the 
worklngmen  of  the  Old  Land  have 
gone  on  record  about  their  war  alms 
should  be  an  Inspiration  to  Labor  in 
every  Allied  country. 

RUSSI.^'S   PLIGHT 

To  be  well-dressed  in  Petrograd 
today  is  apparently  a  crime  under  the 
new  order  which  rcMpeots  nothing 
but  the  bayonet.  We  read  of  citizens 
who  have  an  appearance  of  afTluence 
being  divested  of  their  clothes  and 
left  lying  in  the  snowk  There  is  no 
police  protection  in  the  Russian  capi- 
tal. An  armed  terrorism  holds  sway. 
Needless  to  say  economic  conditions 
are  steadily  growing  worse.  The 
policy  of  M.  Lenlne  and  M.  TVotzky 
is  to  maintain  their  rule  by  putting 
out  of  the  road  all  those  who  oppose 
their  plans.  The  worst  form  of  auto- 
cracy that  ever  rode  roughshod  over 
Russia  Is  In  the  saddle  today.  M. 
Kerenaky's  government  was  a  bene- 
volent Institution  compared  with  the 
anarchy  which  reigns  at  Petrograd. 
It  would  be  inimical  to  our  own  in- 
terests and  contrary  to  all  our  appre- 
ciation of  equal  Justice  and  good  will 
to  recognize  such  a  government  as 
that  conducted  by  the  Bolshevikl.  We 
can  only  Imagine  that  those  who 
plead  for  a  benevolent  attitude  to- 
wards these  extremists  are  utterly 
unaware  of  their  Crimea  The  day 
has  not  yet  come,  and  we  hope  It 
never  will,  when  the  British  peoples 
are  called  upon  to  condone  murder, 
rapine  and  deAanee  of  all  law  and 
order.

TO  TEKRIT  BY  TIGRIS 


(By  Lieut.  C.  Mansford) 

From  the  mouth  of  the  Shatt-el- 
arab  (which  Is  formed  by  the  conflu- 
ence of  the  Euphrates  and  the  Tig- 
ris) right  up  to  and  beyond  Baghdad 
there  lies  eastwards  a  portion  of  a 
vast  alluvial  plain.  A  great  part  of 
this  plain  today  Is  mere  reedy  swamp 
the  haunt  of  screaming  birds,  dank, 
noisome  and  depreaslng,  a  fertile 
source  of  malaria.  Sometimes  the 
plain  la  relieved  by  patches  and  rib- 
bons of  green  and  yellow  herbage, 
for  the  tobacco  plant  and  maize  find 
the  soil  congenial.  Forests  of  date 
palms,  which  the  southern  Muntlflk 
assiduously  cultivate,  indicate  clearly 
enough  what  might  be  done  with  the 
vast  areas  which  lie  to  the  north. 

West  and  north  of  this  district  the 
monotonous  steppe,  glased  In  places 
with  glittering  salt  and  mocking  with 
mirage,  runs  in  aheer  riotous  waste 
all  the  way  to  far  Mosul.  Of  all  the 
hundreds  of  ancient  cities,  towns  and 
vlllagea  which  flourished  here  for- 
merly  there  Is  hardly  a  settlement 
left  today — If  we  except  the  sorry 
sites  of  ancient  and  glorious  8am- 
arra,  of  Dur  and  of  Tekrlt.  The 
Tigris,  running  by  these  cities  Is.  per- 
haps, the  loneliest  river  In  all  the 
world,  and  the  Shammar  tribesmen 
exact  tribute  alike  from  passing  car- 
avan and  from  those  who  navigate 
the  swift  flowing  river.  Long  before 
the  war  they  held  undisputed  sway. 
for  no  Turkish  soldiers  were  posted 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Tigris  to 
keep  order  and  to  secure  a  semb- 
lance at  least  of  constituted  govern- 
ment ~^  The  Jebbur  trlbeamen,  a  thin 
stream  of  humanity,  who  camp  for 
miles  along  the  river,  have  now 
given  up  their  ancient  occupation  of 
horse  breeding  altogether:  for  jthe 
Shammer  sheiks  regularly  claimed 
every  valuable  brood  mare  they 
possessed,  or  levied  upon  them  heavy 
payments  under  the  euphonious 
term  of  "brother-money."  Thus  mis- 
government  at  headquarters  struck 
at  the  very  roots  of  Industry  and  en- 
terprise. 

Dur.  like  Samarra  and  Tekrlt.  Is 
girded  about  with  desolation:  lu 
monotonous  stretches  of  waste  are 
relieved  only  by  mounda  heaped 
high  by  the  wild  desert  winds  upon 
these  sites  of  fomer  flourishing 
cities.  Near  It  the  wonderful  Nahra- 
wan  canal,  made  by  the  Sassanlan 
kings,  took  out  the  water  of  the 
Tigris  to  irrigate  all  the  land  along 
the.oaet  bank  of  the  river  from 
above  Samarra  to  about  a  hundred 
miles  south  of  Baghdad.  Like  the 
other  great  canals  of  those  times,  it 
waa  built  with  strong  projecting 
banks,  and  watering  the  rich  aerea 
of  Babylonia,  gave  Its  people  abound-

this  very  caaaL  At  Dur  also  Romaa 
history  Is  writ  largs:  for  aftsr  ths 
death  of  JttUan,  the  Roman  army 
attempted  the  passags  of  the  Tigris 
by  swimming  and*  wmdlng  across,  a 
feat  which  even  the  Immortal  Ten 
Thousand  did  not  dare  to  attempt. 
After  his  retreat  from  Cteslphon, 
Julian's  sneoeesor,  Jovian,  came  to 
terms  between  Dur  and  Tekrlt  with 
the  Persians,  agreeing  to  restors  all 
the  province  of  northern  Mesopo- 
tamia which  had  been  thelra. 

Tekrlt  itself,  from  which  the  Turks 
Incontinently  fled  after  their  defeat 
by  the  Meaopotamian  Expeditionary 
Force,  Is  famous  as  the  Mrthplaoe 
of  Baladln,  whoee  character  and  war- 
like achlevemente  are  alike  full  of 
rugged,  historic  grandeur.  From  the 
very  earlleet  of  tlmee  the  city  has 
occupied  an  Important  position  both 
geographically  and  historically,  and 
Ite  capture  by  the  British  will  pro- 
duce a  moral  effect  throughout  many 
lands. 

When  the  Arabs  took  possession 
of  Mesopotemia  by  the  sword  they 
divided  it  into  two  provinces.  The 
southern  province  they  call  Al-Irak, 
or  the  Shore,  and  the  northern  one 
Al-Jeairah,  or  the  laland,  since  the 
latter  was  almost  enclosed  by  the 
Euphrates  and  the  Tigris.  The 
western  limit  of  the  dividing  line  was 
flxed  by  different  Arab  geographers 
at  various  spots  above  or  below  Anah 
on  the  Euphrates,  but  it  was  always 
agreed  that  Tekrit  on  the  Jigrls 
should  be  the  eastern  limit  of  the 
boundsry.  They  recognized  that 
there  Indeed  was  a  distlnrt  change 
in  the  nature  of  the  soil.  In  modern 
times  this  agreement  has  been  held 
to  even  upon  the  river,  for  at  Tekrit 
the  boatmen  themselves  set  a  bound- 
ary to  their  activity.  Thus  from 
Diyarbekr  to  Mosul  Is  one  stretch, 
from  there  to  Tekrlt  another,  while 
the  third  runs  from  Tekrit  to  Bagh- 
dad Itself.  Bven  the  form  of  naviga- 
tion changes  at  each  stage.  Above 
Tekrlt  the  kelak,  a  raft  upon  inflat- 
ed skins,  is  the  only  craft  used;  but 
below  there  the  ghufa  is  employed. 
■This  is  a  huge  wicker  work  affair 
of  palm  basket  work,  round  and 
pitched,  within  and  without,  and  un- 
til its  ways  have  been  learnt  It  has 
a  tantalizing  habit  of  revolving  In- 
stead of  moving  forward.  It  Is 
much  more  ancient  than  the  kelak. 
and  points  to  the  navigation  of  the 
lower  reaches  of  the  Tigris  centfrrles 
before  the  upper  parts,  which  indeed 
accords  with  historic  fact 

Tekrit  Is  best  seen  from  th<j  far 
side  of  the  river;  Its  position  there 
seems  to  be  that  of  a  city  set  t!pon 
a  rock,  for  Ite  precipitous  bank  and 
bold  headlands  give  it  a  striking  ap- 
pearance, which  however  Is  lost  upon 
a  nearer  view.  Desolation  encom- 
passes It;  before  the  war  even  It 
reeked  with  dirt,  and  Its  odors  were 
Insistent  and  comprehenstve.  The 
houses  are  devoid  of  any  architec- 
tural pretence;  straight  sided,  they 
present  a  sordid  and  mean  appearance; 
and  being  built  of  mud  they  seem 
anxious  to  return  to  the  dust  from 
which  they  sprang.  The  desert 
sands,  hot  and  persistent,  sweep  up 
to  their  walls  and  narrow  entries. 
The  bazaar  conslste  of  a  little  row 
of  shops  wherein  the  main  steple  Is 
gossip.  A  couple  of  indifferent  cof- 
fee houses  serve  the  double  purpose 
of  loitering  while  the  women  work, 
and  of  discussing  the  coming 
changes  which  fate  Is  expected  to 
bring  to  the  well  dressed  Arabs  whtV 
gather  there.  A  little  stream  of  wo- 
men and  girls  passes  to  and  fro. 
seemingly  never  tired,  with  Jars  of 
water  upon  their  heads,  delicately 
poised.  And  sometimes  west  meote 
east,  for  occasionally  an  empty  pet- 
rol tin  gives  place  to  the  graceful 
vessel  of  clay! 

The  weather  at  Tekrlt  dellrhts  In 
extremes;  sometimes  It  is  blistering 
hot,  sometimes  a  sand  fog  prevails, 
and  sometimes  when  an  icy  wind 
bipws  from  Armenian  snows,  pierc- 
ing cold  holds  away.  There  Is  no 
verdure  about  the  district,  yet  In 
spite  of  Its  present  desolation,  time 
was  when  vast  flelds  of  sesame 
stretched  about  It  and  furnished  oil 
to  that  district  of  Asia  ss  plentifully 
as  the  olive  does  In  parte  of  Europe. 
Only  a  few  half  ripe  dates  can  be 
bought  In  the  bazaar  where,  oen- 
turles  ago.  piles  of  huge,  fragrant, 
luscious  water  melons  were  oxpo^ed 
for  sale.  Three  crops  a  year  were 
regularly  produced;  ihe  people,  too, 
bred  horses,  and  were  famous  for 
their  technical  skill  in  wool  working. 
Tekrit  then  had  mosques  whose  glit- 
tering blue  and  green  tiles  were  the 
glory  of  the  Tigris,  while  as  a  great 
Christian  centre  it  had  at  least  a  | 
dozen  churches.  A  t»eautlful  bridge 
of  boate  led  from  bank  to  bank  of 
the  river  to  where  Ite  ancient  mas- 
sive walls  encircled  It  in  a  great 
circuit  of  more  than  three  miles. 

The  steady  decay  of  Tekrlt  for 
centuries  past  is  merely  the  history 
of  the  decay  of  hundreds  of  similar 
places  since,  in  1616.  Mesopotemia 
came  under  the  rule  of  Stemboul. 
There  Is  hardly  an  acre  of  land 
about  It  that  could  not  be  cultivated 
for  all  the  desolation  apparent  today. 
It  la  a  striking  Instence  of  a  city  ani 
district  slipping  back  to  primeval 
conditions  from  a  high  stete  of  fer- 
tility because  nature  refuees  to  call 
a  halt.  She  will  be  coaxed  Into  sub- 
jection and  brought  to  yield  abun- 
dance from  the  soil,  but  she  will  not 
stend  a  neglect  that  permits  the  wild 
desert  winds  to  overtop  her  efCorte 
and  to  efface  her  verdant  flelds  with 
clouds  of  sand.  Tekrlt,  like  the  rest 
of  Meeopotemla.  haa  paid  a  high 
price  for  Turkish  misrule.  Occupy- 
ing such  an  Impertent  position  upon 
the  Tigris.  It  may  yet,  under  better 
government,  beoome  again  what  it 
was  In  the  past— a  great  and  a 
wealthy  Meeopotamlan   city.

George  B.  Lowry,  102nd  Bat- 
talion, Writes  Descriptive 
Letter  of  Event  Usually  En- 
joyed Among  Home  FriQnds. 


The  fuUowlng  Is  an  excerp^  from  a 
lalter  received  a  ttw  daya  aso  from 
a«orii<t  B.  Ivowry,  of  ibe  lUSnd  Bat- 
talion. (leMcrlbiDg  u  Chrli^Duui  dinner  In 
Flandera,  where  the  writer  wan  at  the 
time   he   penned   hUi   letter: 

"Our  Batulion,  the  l«2nd.  wan  for- 
tunate enougii  to  hit  in  r«at  blUeis  dur- 
ing C'hriatniaa.  The  day  broke  clear  and 
brlKht.  und  aa  we  turned  out  of  our 
beds  the  air  \vaa  keen  with  aharp  froat. 
TV'e  breakfasted  at  6:30,  and  later  In 
tbe  mornlnc  had  a  good  football  match 
between  teama  of  our  battalion.  Tbla 
waa  followed  by  a  abort  aquad  drill  and 
bomb  throwlns,  just  enough  lo  give  seat 
to  our  appctltea  for  our  Chrlatmaa  din- 
ner. 

"At  noon  our  company,  aome  two  hun- 
dred atrong,  were  ordered  to  fall  In. 
We  were  marched  to  a  nearby  mining 
town,  where  later  on  we  nied  Into  a 
long,  low  room,  down  the  whole  course 
of  which  ran  three  tablea.  The  tablea, 
to  our  amazement,  were  covered  by 
anow-vblte  table  linen,  relieved  by  a 
strip  of  red  running  ^own  the  centre. 
Tbe  whlteneaa  was  further  enhanced  by 
diahea  of  roay-cheeked  apples.  Shortly 
after  we  were  Keated.  all  with  appetitea 
keen,  the  aroma  of  .-ioup  announced  the 
commencement  of  tlie  feiat.  This  waa 
followed  by  Hteamine  platea  of  criaply 
browned  macaroni  and  cheese,  while  In 
place  of  the  lordly  turkey  we  were  re- 
galed with  chicken  atuffed  with  de- 
lIclouB  forcemeat  cooked  to  a  turn.  Thin 
was  fortified  by  huge  slices  of  the  roast 
beef  of  good  old  F^ngland  and  plenty  of 
vegetablen,  with  steaming  hot  gravy  and 
sauce.  Next  we  wore  regaled  with  the 
king  of  puddings,  winding  up  with  nuts 
and  apples.  Where  such  a  meal  wan 
put  waa  a  wonder,  but  the  empty  plates 
proved  the  appreciation  of  the  meal.  Our 
own  hand  diacoiiraed  a  ffood  selection  of 
music  diirlmt  the  repast,  which  was 
much  appreciated.  Then  came  the  com- 
mand: 'lOZnd,  fail  In!  Attention! 
HiRht  turn!  Quick  march!'  and  our 
Chrlntmas  dinner  of  1917  was  a  thins 
of  the  past— something  to  be  remem- 
bered— aomethlng  to  be  talked  of  as  we 
eat  roiinil  the  flres  In  our  billets  and 
smoked  the  gifts  of  our  Canadian 
friends.

Cold  on  Pralriea — No  radical  change 
was  shown  in  the  weather  map  for 
this  Province  last  night.  The  severe 
cold  which  again  settftd  over  the  far 
North  recently  was  showing  signs  of 
breaking  up.  especially  In  the  region 
of  Atlln,  where  teniMraturea  rose 
over  the  zero  mark  yesterday  morn- 
ing.

Increased  Hoc  Supply— :-a  susrea- 
tlon  that  the  Federal  Oovernraent 
should  prohibit  the  slaughter  of  hogs 
less  than  150  pounds  weight  haa  been 
sent  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Scott,  Deputy 
Minister  of  Arrlculture,  to  Food  Con- 
troller Thomson,  the  request  being 
based  upon  the  argument  that  should 
such  steps  be  taken  it  would  result 
in  a  larve  Increase  in  the  quantity  of 
pork  available  at  a  later  time.  3e 
points  to  the  fact  that  there  are  ap- 
proximately 2,600.000  hoffs  In  Can- 
ada and  that  litters  of  the  coming 
aeasoji  would  average  from  Ave  to 
8«Yen.  If  the  customary  practice  of 
producers  to  slaughter  their  hogs  at 
a  weight  of  100  pounds  or  less  were 
prevented,  the  existing  stocks  would 
lie  rneatly  Increaaed  and  thus  by 
breeding  the  available  supply  would 
in  a  comparatively  short  time  be 
more  than  doubled. 


LATE  MR.  BRETHOUR       * 
SPENT  ACTIVE  LIFE 

The  late  W.'h.  Bretljou;-,  who  re- 
cently lost  his  life  on  Ihe  Atlin  trail 
near  Carcrosa,  was  b9rn  in  North 
Saanlch  March  V,  1879.  On  the  ou^ 
break  of  the  South  African  war  he 
offerld  hie  services  to  the  country, 
and  went  with  the  First  Canadian 
Contingent  to  the  seat  of  hostilities, 
where  he  remained  until  six  months 
after  the  declaration  of  peace. 

On  returning  home  he  took  up  the 
study  of  tnlning  engineering,,  putting 
himself  through  the  University  of 
California.  His  professional  ,  career 
started  with  the  Douglas  Island  rr  Ines 
In  Alaska,  which  concern  he  was  with 
until  he  transferred  his  connections 
to  the  Ouggenheims  at  Atlin.  Three 
years  ago  he  was  sent  to  South  Am- 
erica by  a  French  mining  company 
for  the  Winter  months  to  report  on 
gold  finds  at  the  headwaters  of  the 
Amazon,  after  which  he  returned  to 
the  Yukon  and  continued  work  on 
the  Atlin  Creek  claims  of  the  com- 
pany. After  years  of  hard  work  on 
construction  he  completed  his  task 
and  had  Just  flnished  a  successful 
mining  season  when  he  was  so  sud- 
denly called  away. 

The  late  Mr.  Brethour  was  of  a 
very  quiet  and  unassuming  nature, 
and  was  respected  and  admired  by 
Jill  who  knew  him.  both  In  Saanlch 
and  abroad.  In  passing  from  this 
life  the  deceaaed  leaves  behind  him 
a  record  of  talents  made  use  of  and 
work  accomplished — a  credit  to  those 
whom  he  left  to  mourn  his  loss  and 
to  the  country  In  which  he  was  borrt. 


There  wore  no  important  develop-

"It  la  getting  mighty 
serious,"  was  the  only  comment  from 
one  of  them.  The  general  impression 
seems  to  be  that  a  large  section  of  the 
workers  are  dlssatisncd  with  the  Mu- 
nition Boards  refusal  to  srant  the  10 
per  cent  bonus,  and  they  are  likely  to 
maintain  their  demands. 

Beqnestad  Zatervlew 

Several  union  representatives  called 
at  the  otilres  ot  the  board  yesterday 
morning  an<l  requested  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Butchart.  The  latter  wu.i  In 
Seattle,  however,  ao  the  conference  had 
to  be  postponed.  The  nature  of  the 
proposition  the  men  had  to  lay  before 
the  shipbuilding  director  was  not  dis- 
closed, but  It  was  assumed  that  It  waa 
merely  an  opportunity  to  repeat  their 
side  of  the  dispute   that   they   wanted. 

The  Munitions  Board  still  holds  a 
firm  attitude,  and,  maintaining  that  the 
conditions  in  tho  I'nited  ijtates  which 
r^ulted  In  granting  a  10  per  cent 
bonus  do  not  apply  In  Canada,  has 
deflnitely  stated  Its  determination  not 
to  yield  a  single  point.

With  the  wires  still  down  between 
Alberni  and  Quatsino,  there  was  no 
possibility  yesterday  of  ascertaining 
the  result  of  the  voting  at  Thursday's 
by-election  in  the  Alberni  riding  at 
the  QuaUIno,  Holberg,  Standlsh.  San 
Josef  and  Cape  Hcott  polls.  In  con- 
sequence the  only  Information  con- 
cerning the  outcome  of  the  contest  is 
what  was  known  on  Friday,  namelv, 
that  Mr.  Richard  Wallls.  Conserva- 
tive, has  a  lead  of  33  over  Mr.  Bled- 
soe, Liberal,  with  the  rtve  above  polls 
still' to  be  heard   from. 

At  flret  Oovernment  supporters  prf- 
fess4<d  conndence  that  Mr.  Bledsoe 
would  overcome  his  oppohcnt's  lead 
when  the  missing  polls  were  heard 
from,  the  contention  being  that  those 
polls  were  certain  to  give  the  Oov- 
ernment n  BulTlclent  majority.  i91nce 
then,  however,  they  have  been  scan- 
ning the  results  of  the  vote  In  those 
districts  at  the  191«  Provincial  elec- 
tion when  the  Premier  was  the  Lib- 
eral candidate  In  the  Alberni  riding, 
and  it  has  l>een  disclosed  that  at 
those  very  polls  the  net  result  then 
was  a  majority  for  the  Conservative 
candidate.  Capt.  Wood,  and  that,  too. 
when  an  Independent  was  In  the  Qeld 
and  secured  his  quota  of  votes. 


In  line  with  the  decision  arrived  at 
by  the  newly-elected  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Lord's  Day  Act,  instruc- 
tions have  been  Issued  by  the  Mayor, 
chairman  of  the  l>oard,  to  the  police 
authorities  to  prepare  to  lake^  the 
names  of  all  Individuals,  concerns, 
etc.,  who,  commencing  on  Sunday 
next,  shall  carry  on  any  business  or 
in  any  manner  commit  an  infraction 
of  the  terms  of  the  act.  Today  will 
-be  "warning"  day.  The  poUoe  will 
notify  all  shop  proprietors,  employees, 
etc.,  who  majr  be  carrying  on  busi- 
ness, that  this  Sunday  will  be  the  hist 
of  the  old  order:  that  hereafter  of- 
fences against  the  Act  will  be  ptade 
note  of  and  the  names  of  the  offend- 
ers and  particulars  of  the  alleged  of- 
fence will  be  forwarded  to  the  Attor- 
ney-Oenera!  to  the  end  that,  if  he 
consents,  prosecutions  may  be  lai4. 

In  the  flnal  analysis,  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  act  rests  with  the  Attor- 
ncy-rjeneral,  who.  under  the  Act, 
must  give  his  flat  before  prosecutions 
can  be  brought  by  the  civic  authori- 
ties. Just  how  fur  he  l.s  prepared  to 
go  Is  a  rruestion  which  must  wait  un- 
til the  facts  of  the  alleged  various  of- 
fences are  reported  to  him  by  tho 
police.  But  the  police  are  going  on 
the  theory  that  tho  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  desires  the  full  en- 
forcement of  the  Act,  that  is  that  the 
•lid"  shall  be  clamped  down  tight 
upon  the  capital  city  and  kept  there. 

Some  four  or  five  years  ago  a  similar 
condition  of  aCfalra  aroac  here  and  a 
host  of  alleged  offences  were  reported 
to  the  then  Attorney-General.  who 
held  that  only  In  certain  eases  waa  he 
prepared  to  authorize  prosecutions. 
Then  it  was  proposed  to  close  news 
stands,  cigar  stands,  fruit  stores.  Ice- 
cream parlor.s,  etc.  Mr.  Bowser  de- 
cided that  certain  places  should  We 
allowed  to  keep  open,  and  there  was  a 
fuss  started  by  other  places  which 
were  to  be  dosed,  and  out  of  the 
heated  discussion  which  was  carried 
to  the  then  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners a  policy  resulted  which,  while 
It  met  with  strong  opposition  from 
those  who  desired  the  full  enforcement 
of  the  Act,  permitted  a  condition  of 
affairs  which  is  now  In  existence,  the 
then  Board  of  Oommisslonera  being 
strongly  averse  to  the^  "tight  Sunday" 
advocated  by  those  In  favor  of  such  a 
condition. 

Last  year  the  Mayor  approved  of  the 
closing  of  shoe-shine  establishments 
and  such  places  of  business  kept 
closed  for  some  time  until  recently, 
when  one  place  re-opened  -for  busi- 
ness. The  proprietor  was  reported  to 
the  Attorney-General,  who  asked  for 
further  particular^,  which  were  sup- 
plied, and  there  the  matter  was  al- 
lowed to  stand.  The  ruling  of  the 
Attorney-General  In  that  particular 
caso  Is  still  being  awaited  by  the  city. 

The  complete  enforcement  of  the  Act 
will  mean  that  no  business  or  calling 
can  be  carried  on  except  such  as  Is  of 
an  Imperative  nature  either  by  re^on 
of  the  Industry  Involved  or  because  of 
works  of  necessity  or  mercy.  All 
stores  of  every  nature  will  be  closed, 
except  possibly  creameries  which  make 
dally  deliveries  of  milk,  and  drug 
stores,  but  the  latter  will  not  be  al- 
.  lowed  to  sell  other  than  medicines, 
drugs  and  surgical  supplies.  Picture 
post  cards,  cameras,  and  such  articles 
would  be  banned.  Tho  news  stands  | 
would  close  and  foreign  papers  would 
not  be  sold.  Only  those  places  the 
real  business  of  which  is  the  serving 
of  meals  could  keep  open,  but  small 
places  that  might  seek  to  evade  the 
law  by  serving  meals  of  some  kind 
would  not  be  permitted  to  do  so. 
Excursions  by  rail  or  boat  would  be  an 
Infraction  of  the  Act.  The  use  of 
motors  would  be  seriously  Interfered 
with,  as.  It  Is  the  opinion  of  some  legal 
gentlemen,  the  sale  of  gasoline  would 
be  an  Infraction  of  the  .\ct  except,  per- 
haps, for  reasons  of  necessity  or 
mercy,  and  such  a  reason  would  hardly 
warrant  a  garage  keeping  open. 

There  are  a  host  of  rases  hitherto 
accepted  as  the  customary  thins  >n 
Victoria  that  would  be  found  to  con- 
stitute offences  under  the  Act.  There- 
fore, the  Attorney-Oeneral  will  have 
presented  to  him  a  varied  assortment 
of  alleged  offences  under  the  Act.

Writlne  immediately  after  the  fall 
of  Jerasalem  the  German  press,  as 
was  to  be  expected,  points  out  tiiat 
both  from  a  millUry  and  political 
standpoint  its  loss  is  of  no  real  im- 
portance, and  that  •  the  only  front 
which  matters  is  the  Western  fcont, 
"where  our  sallant  troops  In  fl*ld- 
»rey,"   etc. 

This  is  cold  comfort  for' Turkey, 
which,  however,  will  console  Itself 
with  the  bare  announcement  that: 
"Nothing  worth  mentionlnc  has  hap- 
pened on  any  of  our  fronts";  and, 
later  on.  When  the  fall  of  Jerusalem 
can  no  lonve>  be  hushed  up,  "We 
retired  In  accordance  with  our  plan, 
and  in  order  to  prevent  wanton  de- 
struction of  the  city." 

It  may  be  Interesting  to  note  what 
Oermany  previously^ had  to  say  on 
the  subject,  when  ihe  fall  of  Jeru- 
salem was  not  an  accomplished  fact 
to  be  explained  away,  but  an  unlikely 
event  in  the  future  to  be  guarded 
agaihst. 

Herr  von .  Saismann,  the  military 
correspondent  of  The  Vosslsehe  Bet- 
tunp,  after  the  battle  of  Oasa,  point- 
ed oat  that  the  flghtins  In  Palestine 
was  of  decisive  importance  to  Oer- 
many, and  aai^:  "Should  the  Brit- 
ish saoo*ed  in  eomiuerinff  Palestine 
against  Germany's  eastern  policy, 
and  conaeqnently  against  her  world 
policy.  The  events  in  Palestin*  con- 
stitute an  attack  against  one  of  Ger- 
many's wines,  while  the  British  of- 
fensive against  Flanders  is  an  attack 
against  the  other  wing." 

The  KreuB  Bettnng,  on  November 
13th.  said:  "In  vl«w  of  the  great 
importance  of  eventa  on  this  front 
one  may  w*II  assura*  that  Jamal 
Pasha  will  do  everything  to  put  an 
end  te  any  further  progresa  towards 
Jerusalem  by  the  enemy."  He  then 
comments  on  the  extreme  difllculUes 
In  the  way  of  the  British  the  nearer 
they  get  to  Jerusalem  the  more 
dinioult  the  country  becomes  for 
them  and  the  more  favoi-able  for  the 
defence.  "One  may  hope,  therefore, 
that  Jerusalem  will  be  saved,"  for 
the  importance  of  the  Turkish  front 
and  the  sfgniflcance  of  events  there 
"must  not  be  underesUmated."  (Not 
until  Jerusalem  has  fallen,  anyhow). 
The  Frankfurter  SEottung  was  even 
more  alarmed  at  the  fall  of  Oasa. 
It_  wrote:  "The  urgent  interest 
wltich  Turkey  has  In  a  successful  de- 
fence of  Judaea,  afe  weU  as  the  abil- 
ity apd  leadership  of  the  troops,  are 
a  guarantee vihat  everything  possible 
is  being  done  to  thwart  the  English 
attack."  Unfortunately  for  th*  Turks 
it  was  not  enough. 

The  Kolnischo  Volks«ltung.  on  No- 
vember 9th,  regretted  that  the  Turks 
did  not  succeed  In  saving  Gaxa  from 
capture,  but  consoled  itself  with  the 
thought  that  Jerusalem  was  still  SO 
mUes  away.  It  pointed  out,  Uke  the 
Kreus  Zeltung,  iXi^  Increasing  diffi- 
culties of  the  advance,  and  added, 
"The  Turks  will.  It  may  be  assumed, 
strain  every  nerv*  to  prevent  the 
British  from  enjoying  th4  triumph 
they  long  for,  of  entering  the  Holy 
City." 

80,  muoh  for  the  German  point  of 
view.  Turkey's  point  of  view  Is  pe- 
culiar to  Itaelf.  Ten  days  aft*r  the 
Frankfurter  JCeitung  was  lamentinff 
the  BriUsh  victory  at  Gaxa.  "a  suc- 
cess which  must  b*  recognised."  the 
German  wireless  reported  from  Con- 
stantineple  "the  alleged  British  vic- 
tory at  Oasa  is  ofllcially  denied."  And 
a  telegrnm  Trom  Constantinople  of, 
about  the  same  date  gives  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  an  address  by 
the  Chamber  to  the  Sultan: 

"The  resistance  of  the  heroic  Ot- 
toman troops  to  the  repeated  attacks 
undertaken  by  superior  British 
forc*s  at  Oasa  oonflrma  th*  convic- 
tion that,  th*  invaders,  who  were 
able  to  set  foot  on  Turkish  territory 
by  taking  advantage  of  the  circum- 
stance that  the  Ottoman  arml<>s  are 
fttrhtinir  on  various  fronts" — (are  not 
the  Britlah  armies  too.  by  th*  way?) 
— "T^'lll  be  thrown  back  scross  the 
frontiers  by  the  strength  derived 
from  Arm  resolution  and  unity  of 
action." 

Whether  the  surrender  *<  Jeru- 
salem will  confirm  a  similar  convic- 
tion remains  to  be  seen.  But  no 
doubt  Jerusalem  Is  not  yet  "ofllcl- 
-ally"  surrendered  In  Constantinople. 
However  the  British  flag  flies  over 
It.    That  Is  the  main  thing.

vading army.  HoW'the  task  of  feed- 
ing the  hungry  families  was  accom- 
plished Is  told  by  Vernon  Kellogg  In 
th<^  current  Issue  of  the  World's 
,  Work.  It  forms  a  very  wonderful 
part  of  the  history  of  the  war. 

When  war  was  declared  agalnit 
Germany  by  the  United  States,  the 
Americans  were  compelled  to  with- 
draw, and  the  work  of  their  sueea^- 
nora  has  been  hampered  by  ithe  sub- 
marine warfare  which  spares  noth- 
ing. Housewt%-es '  who  seldom  use 
scales  and  have  never  known  scarc- 
ity win  find  it  hard  to  boilev*  that 
human  balngs  o«uld  exist  for  three 
years  on  a  little  food.  Mr.  Kellogg 
says:

20  arams 
(C-7  ounce),  malae  products,  tO 
grams  (S-7  oanee),  dried  flsh,  ll 
grams(  a  trtfl*  mor*  than  H  ounce). 
bIscvltsMfor  children  and  Inflrm).  34 
grams  (A-7  of  an  euaoo).  and  very 
smalL  quai^tiUes,  Irregularly,  of  oocoa 
(ft>r  children  and  sick),  cheese,  <orf 
reallne  (a'  roasted  grain  subsUtute 
for  coffee),  salad  oil,  ohleory.  vinegar 
and  pepper.  Salt  was  m'ostly  obtain- 
ed from  Germany.  A  sinvl*  srosll 
shipment  of  fresh  meat,  1.900  aheep 
waa  made  from  Holland  In  the  Fall 
of  1ft  16.  and  a  tew  larger  shipmenta 
have  been  made  since.

Pioneer  Woman  Doctors 

All'  who  know  anj^hing  of  the 
achievements  of  the  talented  women 
of  this  century  will  have  felt  real 
sorrow  that  Dr.  Kliaabeth  Garrett 
Anderson  has  passed  away  before  she 
saw  the  dawn  of  peace.  She  haa  died 
full  of  years  and  honors,  and  was 
worthy  of  the  noble  profession  she 
adorned.  A  very  intereeting  article 
contributed  by  Wm.  Houston,  to  the 
Toronio  Globe  of  January  Sth  will 
be  read  with  interest  by  the  women 
of  this  generattoa.  to  whom  the  pto- 
n**re  of  whom  ho  writes  have  op«n- 
*d  th*  way  to  useful  careers: 

Takina  oeoaslon  from  the  recent 
death  of  Dr.  Bllsabeth  Garrett  An- 
der«on.  I  )l*slr*  to  call  att*nt|op  to 
th*  fact  that,  while  she  cam*  early 
into  the  stnugle  for  'this  phase  of 
"woman'a  rlgnts,"  she  had  an  equal- 
l$r  eminent  predecessor  In  the  person 
of  Dr.  BUsaboth  Blackwell,  %n  Bng- 
Uahweman  by  way  of  Amorlca.  She 
waa  horn  in  Bristol  in  1121,  and  be- 
gan to  practice  medicine  la  Naw 
Tork  in  ISSl.  after  a*v*n  yaara  of 
a  continuously  stronuous  atmggl* 
to  qualify  for  th*  work  and  te  win 
(or  hara*lf  and  others  freedom  to 
carry  it  on.  As  Dr.  Anderson  began 
pracUce  in  London  In  IKI,  Dr. 
Blackwell  was  her  sbnior  by  four- 
teen i^ears.  In  1848  she  returned 
from    New    York    to<  Liondon,    where 

Hhe  devoted  the  rest  of  her  active 
Ife  to  hospital  work  and  to  the 
medical  tralntnit  of  /students  in  the 
London  "Woman-'*  Ifedlcal  College," 
of  which  she  was  for  many  years 
Dean,  while  Dr.  Sophia  Jex-Blake 
held  the  same  poaltlon  In  a  similar 
Institution  in  Edinburgh. 
.  Bliaabeth  Blackwell  was  the  most 
notable  member  of  a  very  interest- 
ing family  circle.  Her  father  •  left 
Bristol  for  America  when  she  was 
eleven  years  old.  and  eventually 
settled  down  in  Cincinnati,  where  he 
died  when  she  was  seventeen,  leav- 
ing: an  almost  d«Btltute  family  of 
nine.  Elisabeth  and  two  other  sisters 
establtshed  a  boarding  school  for 
girls,  and  made  it  such  a  success 
that  ii»  1844  she  began.  In  a  private 
way,  the  study  of  medicine.  After 
repeated  rejecyons  of  applications 
for  admission  to  medical  schools, 
sh*  was  permitted  to  attend  classes 
in  one  at  Geneva.  In  New  York  fltate, 
which  has  thus  the  dhiUnctlon  of 
being  the  flrst  medical  school  to'rec- 
egnis*  a  woman's  right  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  medicine,  and  to  he 
permitted  to  turn  her  knowledge  to 
account  as  a  means  of  miUgatIng  th* 
sufferings_of  others.  In  New  York, 
sh*  was  associated  with  her  sister. 
Dr.  Emily  Blaokw«ll,  In  the  estab- 
lishment in  186S  of  an  Inflrmary  for 
women  and  children,  and  in  1IC7,  of 
the  "Women's  Medical  College."  In 
oonnootion  with  It.  One  year  later 
she  left  te  work  In  London.  ' 

Two  brothers  of  the  Blackwell  wo- 
men won  some  prominence  on  ac- 
count of  their  respective  wive*:  Sam- 
uel C.  Blackwell  and  Henry  B.  Black- 
well.  The  wife  of  the  former,  whom 
he  married  in  1166,  is  Antoinette 
Lbulaa  Brown;  and,  so  far  as  I  know, 
sh*  Is  still  aHve  at  %1.  In  Elisabeth, 
New  Jersey.  She  began  teaching  at 
1(,  and  at  22  graduated  In  arts  In 
1147  from  OherUn  Academy,  tha  flrat 
and  most  celebrated  of  tbc  co-odn- 
catlbnal  colleaes  In  the  United  Btaten. 
and  then  took  a  complate  cotfae  In 
theology.  From  IStO  to  ISSfl,  hav- 
ing beea  r«fuaed  a  llbaoce  as  a  r%- 
galar  Congregational  preacher,  she 
devoted  herself  to  studying,  occa- 
sional preaching,  and  the  d^ver- 
ing  of  lectures,  her  favorite  sub- 
jects bolnff  temperance,  the  Aboli- 
tion of  negro  slavery,  and  wonTea's 
rights. 

A  contemporary  graduate,  if  not 
alao  a  classmate,  of  Antoinette  Brown 
at  Oberlln,  was  Lu<;y>Stone.  who  was 
bom  In  Massachusetts  In  1818.  In 
1848  she  befcan  her  oaraar  an  a  1*0- 
turer  on  the  abolition  of  slavery,  and 
on  women's  righta.  It  may  fairly 
b*  said  that  on  the  latter  theme  she 
was  easily  flrst  of  a  salaxy.  of  which 
some  of  the  members  were  Msry  Lhr- 
-enaore,  Julia  Warrt  IlOw«v  Elizabeth 
C^y  Stanton,  and  Pnwin  Brown  An- 
thony all  of  whom  conceded  her  pre- 
eminence. In  18S'5  she  was  married 
to  Henry  B.  BIsckwell.  then  a»  mar- 
chant  In  Cincinnati,  and  an  aholltlon 
propagandist,  snd  by  mutual  oon- 
sent  she  retained  f*r  life  her  m*Man 
name,  and  conseqwntly  N  always 
known  as  Lacy  Stone  Blackwell.  In 
1^70  she  aiored  to  Boston  to  take 
editorial  chanre  of  th4i  Womanls 
Journal,  havina  aa  roadjutor  har 
husband  and  her  daughter.  Alloa 
Stan*  Black  wall.  i«ho  was  narer 
married,  and  is  stnl  active  at  «*.  In 
tha  promotion  af  avery  aood  cause, 
Ineluding  thoaa  conaacted  with  the 
praaent  war.

LONDON,  Jan.  t«.— The  news  to 
hand  that  Brneat  Barry,  tha  world'a 
scuning  champion,  haa  been  wounded 
on  the  weatern  front,  and  la  now  In 
hoapital  aomewhere  in  Surrajr,  aa  the 
reault  or  the  bu  ratine  of  a  German 
ahell,  brltfva  out  the  fact  that  he  had 
been  at  the  front  only  a  few  weeks 
when  he  waa  wounded.

N.  '  A.  8..  the  Diamonds  winner  of 
1910  and  IJtl,  and  the  Olympic 
champion  vf  1I12. 

Barry  came  Into  proinlnence  Aral  hy 
defratlriff  the  Australian,  Oeorgo 
Towns,  tor  the  Enirllsh  championship 
on  the  Thames  in  October,  1908,  sub- 
sequently retaining  his  title  by  beat- 
ing William  Albany  (who  has  made 
the  supreme  sarriflce  In  the  war) 
and  W.  H.  roRwcll.  of  Australia. 

He  met  Dick  Arnst  for  the  world's 
rhamplfniMhtp  on  the  Zambesi  River 
lit  Ausuat,  1910,  but  the  New  Zea- 
lander  proved  aoccesafut.  A  couple  of 
years  later.  Amst  waa  induced  to 
came  to  London  for  a  world's  cham- 
pionship niatoh  with  Barry,  and  on 
.luly  ao,  i>12, 'over  the  Putn^y-Mort- 
lakeVours**,  Barry  triumphed  over 
the  colonlHi  ami  rpstorert  the  world's 
title  to  this  country,  after  a  lapse  of 
many   years. 

Barry  was  not  Ioiik  left  in  undls- 
|iut<*d  possession  nf  his  honors,  hut 
succeeded  In  retaining  them  by  de- 
feating Kddie  Duncan,  of  Canada,  and 
U.  Pearce  and  J.  Faddon,  of  Aus« 
tralla.  each  of  whom  he  defeated 
readily  On   the  Thames. 

Cupt.  Alan  Kilniour.  Yeomanry, 
has  died  from  woutids.  When  at  Ox- 
ford Unlvorslty  he  was  a  well  known 
Rugby  pl&yer,  appearing  at  forward 
for  HIa  uaNwrialty  agmlnat  Cambridge 
In,  I911.

and  neutrela  that  If  Rueela 
year  lUT  bad  maintained  only  a  de- 
fensive position  against  Germany  and 
Austria,  this  Christmas  Day  would 
have  seen  a  brsek>up  of  hostilities 
and  the  commencement  of  peace  ne- 
gotiations, but  Russia  Is  out  of  the 
nght,  and,  moreover,  she  is  a  dead 
welfht  on  her  AIMes  without  the 
necessary  internal  oohesion  to  even^ 
adequately  frame  her  own  peace  pro- 
iwsals.  •  Th|s  Is  bad  luck  for  the  Al- 
lies. No  doubt  some  time.  Russia 
will  and  herself  again,  but  she  la  now 
a  CMat  unwl'ldy  ^«"  ^**^^  cannot 
control  >«ra«lf  or  bo  controlled  by 
anyone  else.  Itlie  a  steamroller  out  of 
gear  on  Its  way  through  a  china  shop. 
Conditions  will  probably  get  worse 
with  her  before  there  Is  a  chance  for 
them  to  be  better,  and.  as  I  predicted 
when  the  revqluUon  flrst  took  place, 
the  present  cataclysm  of  trouble  can 
be  traced  back  to  the  unwise  but  pop-  t 
nlar  proposition  by  the  flrst  leaders 
of  the  revohitlon  that  all  land  would 
be  given  to  the  people.  It  Is  not  sur- 
prising that  ^en  who  so  quickly 
overturned  the  monarchy  should  lose 
tbeir  ewn  balance  of  Judgment  and 
offer  everything  under  the  sun  to 
thebr  eontrsrsa.  There  was  the  mis- 
take^ and  one  has  only  to  realise  that 
nine-tenths  of  the  Russian  army  are 
peasants  frohi  the  land,  many  were 
serfs,  or  their  fathers  were  before 
them,  and  who  were  hounded  down 
by  a  feudal  and  monarchical  system 
of  land  tenure,  so  that  they  never 
even  dreamt  of  th^  possibility  of 
owalag  sufBolent  land  in  which  to 
make  their  own  grave,  small  as  that 
auur  he.  and  when  the  monarchy  dls- 
•pp«er*4  and  the  nnr  people's  gov- 
ernmrat.  as  it  was  than  called,  took 
over  the  reins  of  power,  to  offer  to 
give  all  land  and  other  people's  prop- 
erty to  the  peasants  for  nothing  was 
the  most  terrible  error  that  anybody 
eould  conceive.  Tho  abnple-mlnded 
Kosalaa  could  see  no  reason  for 
flghtlat  eroB  acalnst  his  enemies  if 
they  were  goinc  to  have  the  land  for 
themselves  anyhow.  This  epmmencsed 
the  i«t  and  deniorallaatton  of  organ- 
ised anmee  and  consUtuted  govem- 
laenta  which  has  culminated  In  an 
armlstlee,  which,  though  stated  to  be 
for  a  short  period,  will  not  be  dis- 
continued until  the  end  of  the  chap- 
ter. 

The  psychology  of  the  simple  Rus- 
sian peasant  was  evidenced  to  me 
some  years  ago  when  a  certain  num- 
ber of  a  certain  olass  left  Russia 
f«tt  a  certain  plaeo  overseaa.  They 
were  not  Immetal  In  the  general 
sense  of  the  term,  but  were  distinctly 
unmoral.  fklUag  to  understand  the 
dMersnee  hetween  coaventlonal  right 
aad  wronc  as  the  Aaglo-Baxon  does. 
TIUs  newHar  poeplo  went  barefoot 
bocaese  tka  Great  Teaeher  of  men  did 
the  aana  tMag.  They  threw  their 
measr  aad  wealth  Into  my  ^uggy 
whUe  arlvtaw  throuctf  their  villages, 
because  tbo  Orsat  Teacher  had  neither 
aonp  nor  pun%  and  nlttasataly  being 
told— 4«w  of  tbem  eould  read  any- 
thlag'— 4hat  sta  in  this  world  synchro- 
tttsed  wHb  tbe  jiettlag  on  ef  clothing 
by  oar  SraC  Satber  and  mother,  tm- 
medlatalif  tsum  %o  tbe  ooaelualon  that 
by  casUag  oa  AH  cletMag  aad  going 
iteked  th^  tbersbjr  cast  off  all  sin.

almost  Impossible  task,  bringing  in 
Its  train  practical  starvation  in  the 
large  cities  like  Petrograd  and  Mos- 
cow. .  ' 

FfMMl  a  Factor 

There  Is  a  good  deal  of  food  in  81- 
berls,  and  Btberla  has  plains  4hat 
equal  the  fertility  of  .Wcatern  Can- 
ada, and  very  like  Weritenr  Canada 
In  climatic  and  other  conditions,  but 
as  Blberht  has  repudiated  the  present 
Bdlshevlc  O^yemment,  Siberia  Is  not 
likely  to  send  much  to  Western  Rus- 
ulo.  even  if  the  single  railway  line, 
thousands  of  miles  in  length,  could 
carry  It 

An  Anglo- Russian  friend  told  me 
that  In  Russia  itself  there  Is  a  fair 
quantity  of  food  In  the  hands  of  the 
peasants;  but  they  have*  hidden  it 
and  refuse  to  part  with  It  because 
they  have  lost  conndence  In  Russian 
paper  money.  It  is  impossible  that 
they  have  any  greater  confidence  in 
Oerman  paper  money,  and  if  they  can 
be  induced  to  sell  at  all.  gold  is  the 
only  currency  that  would  tempt  them. 
Even  If  the  gold  were  forthcopolnK. 
it  would  still  bo  necosssry  to  reckon 
with  hungry  soldiers  and  hungry 
townspeople,  who  may  be  trusted  to 
pull  up  railways  rather  than-  let  the 
food  leave  the  country*.  Oermany, 
therefore,  has  very  little  to  hope  for. 

A  strong  light  is  also  thrown  upon 
the  situation  in  Oermany  regarding 
food,  from  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
Oerman  prisoners  In  Russia  would 
rather  stny  in  Russia,  where  there  is 
something  to  eat,  than  be  repatriated 
to  Oermany  against  their  will;  while, 
on  the  other  hand,  there  must  be  near- 
ly 2,M0,000  Russian  workers  in  Ger- 
many as  prisoners  of  waT>  and  If,  as 
the  result  of  the  armistice,  there  Is 
Signs  are  not  wanting  that  Germany 
agrlcultare  nnd  German  mining  will 
suffer  materially.  One  must  t>elleve 
that  no  government  In  Russia  at- 
tempting to  make  peace  would  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  2,000,000  of  her 
people  were  being  held  prisoner  by 
the  enemy.  But  there  Is  evidence  that 
another  situation  of  an  old  problebi  Is 
developing  very  fast  In  Germany. 
Signs  are  no  twanting  that  Oermany 
is  looking  anxiously  to  the  future  In 
more  ways  than  one. 

Extracts  published  here  from  arti- 
cles In  the  Vienna  papers  of  all  shades 
of  opinion  conflrm  that  Austria  is 
anxious  for  peace. 

The  Socialist  Arbeiter  Zeltung  de- 
clares that  In  the  provinces  meetings 
In  favor  of  peace  are  beins  held  daily, 
the  audiences  c<yhslstlnc  chiefly  of 
women,  whoee  misery  is  obvious.  The 
Neue  FYeie  Presse,  of  Vienna,  states 
that  the  food  supply  of  tbe  adult  pop- 
ulation is  constantly  becoming  more 
end  more  insuflksient.  while  mothers 
cannot  obtain  anything  tber  require 
for  their  anaemic  children — neither 
milk,  sugar,  fat  foods  nor  fneL  The 
•ooaomic  situatloa  bas  n«v*r  been 
more  critical,  and  the  authorities  have 
had  to  admit  that  the  Roumanian  har- 
vest eras  ovsr-eotloated  by  the  Ger-

Asked  by  a  member  of  Parliament 
whether  the  food  supply  Was  ensured 
for  Christmas,  the  president  of  the 
revlctnalllag  committee  could  only 
say  :hat  he  bellered  so.  jutd  the  Vien- 
nese have  to  be  ooateated  wltb  this 
vsgue  reply. 

In  Bohemia  the  situatloa  Is  even 
worse,  end  certain  tewna  have  been 
without  bread  for  a  whole  week  at  a 
Ume.  There  Is  stUl  a  HUle  bread  ob- 
Mtaable  In  Vienna,  and  also  coal,  but 
potatesa  reach  the  market  In  a  froxen 
condition.  At  Oras  the  gas  works 
Have  been  aloaad  on  accoant  of  coal 
bclag  vaebCaUHOilo.  aad  alaailar  .  re- 
ports come  from  all  parts  eC  the  prov- 
bioes.  At  Budapest  the  gas  supply 
failed     soddoaly     ewlag  to  tbo  osal 


shortage,    and    the    stoppage     of     the 
electric    tramcars    is   anticipated. 

There  is  food  in  Hungary,  but  the 
government  will  not  send  any  to 
Austria,  where  this  policy  Is  causing 
great  discontent.  The  opposition  be- 
tween the  Interests  of  Austria  and 
those  of  Hungary  is  becoming  daily 
more  evident,  and  the  Austrians,  who' 
desire  no  annexations  and  seek  tlie 
rapid  conclusion  of  peace,  are  placing 
great  hopes  on  the  negotiations  with 
Lenlne'fl  envoys. 

On  the  Italian  front  both  sides 
keep  one  eye  on  the  enemy  and  the 
other  on  the  barometer.  The  long- 
overdue  snows  In  tho  Alps  now  arriv- 
ing will  put  an  end  to  the  present  in- 
tense Aotivlty  and  render  the  situa- 
tion dlfflcult  and  indeed  dangerous 
for  tbe  German  and  Austrian  armies, 
who  must,  of  necessity,  draw  their 
supplies  for  the  armies  over  the  Alps, 
covered  with  20  feet  of  snow,  if  they 
can  cret  them  at  all.  The  supply  of 
fats  for  soldiers  in  cold  weather  is 
absolutely  essential,  whether  the  civil 
population  of  those  Central  Empires 
do  without  or  not,  but  where  are  the 
fats  to  come  from?  I<>om  January 
1st  the  Oerman  food  controller  is  re- 
ducing the  fats  ration  from  3  ounces 
to  3  1-2  ounces  a  week,  while  some 
American  people  use  that  amount  of 
butter  alone  In  ono  day.  This  re- 
duction will  create  very  severe  hard- 
ship when  so  many  of  the  large  towna 
and  cltiea  In  Oermany  and  Austria 
are  without  fuel,  light  and  heat,  and 
they  have  cold  weather  In  Winter 
time  there  as  well  as  elsewhere. 

In  Vienna  10,835  deaths  were  re- 
ported from  tuberculosis  during  the 
flrst  ten  months  of  1917.  This  is  more 
than  double  the  number  dunng  the 
Jsme  period  in  1914. 

The  chief  medical  offlcer  of  the  city 
attributes  the  increase  to  the  effects 
of  the  war.  and  says  that  the  physical 
strength  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
population  is  undermined  through  !n- 
sutflcient  nourishment  that  they  are 
unable  to  withstand  sickness,  and 
that  unless  food  conditions  speedily 
improve  the  deatl\  rate  from  tuber- 
culosis will  be  much  higher. 
Women  a  Factor 

The  Prussians  still  talk  of  arrang- 
ing at  a  peace  conference  that  t&ey 
must  see  they  get  all  the  raw  materi- 
als they  require  for  future  Industry. 
Perhaps  they  will,  and  perhaps  they 
will  not.  because  they  can' only  (Pt 
them  from  their  present  enemies,  and 
the  business  needs  of  our  Allies  come 
flrst  Consequently,  the  grip  of  com- 
mercisl  despair  has  tightened  on 
them,  providing  a  horrible  nightmare 
for  the  man  of  business  and  the  or- 
dinary worker;  but  maybe,  after  all, 
it  Is  the  women  of  Oermany  who  will 
force  the  Kaiser  and  his  Prussian 
followers  to  make  peace.  What  a 
truly  terrible  prospect  this  would  be 
for  the  German  lords  of  creation! 
Fkncy  the  women  of  Germany  dic- 
tating to  Prussia  and  making  all  wsr 
impossible! 

No  one  who  has  paid  even  a  fleet- 
ing visit  to  Oermany  could  fall  to  be 
Impressed  with  the  dutifulness  of  the 
manifestly  docile  German  woman,  who 
was  content  to  be  a  hausfrau  and 
nothing  more,  the  unpaid  servant  ol 
a  heavy  liver  and  gross  eater,  who 
believed  that  women  were  creatures 
nt  only  to  produce  other  creatures  as 
fodder  for  powder  and  war.  Before 
the  war  this  phase  of  domestic  life 
had  presented  startlinv  possibilities  to 
the  bewildered  mind  of  the  pan-Ger-* 
mans,  who  looked  on  human  popula- 
tion Just  as  an  agrarian  in  Prussia 
studied  the  breeding  capacity  of  his 
cattle  and  his  swine.  The  birth  rate 
before  the  war  had  fallen  rapidly  (in 
similar  periods)  more  than  la  PYance 
and  in  decadent  (?)  England,  and  the 
Oerman  authorities  realised  they  were 
face  to  face  with  th«  problem  of  com - 
pellinc  German  women  to  bear  more 
and  more  children  and  failed.  If 
conditions  were  bad  enough  before 
the  war,  this  aspect  of  social  life  bod 
become  inflnltely  worse  from  tbelr 
polat  of  view  ever  slnea.  so  we  a«w 
s«^  the  andacloua  sugyestloa  In 
callous  and  Immoral' prtated  pamph- 
lets that  the  provision  of  milliona  of 
men  for  /be  n«Kt  war  should  be 
brenght  atMut  by  the  unmarried 
women  bearing  children,  as  wards  of 
the  sUte  (tbe  autberltlea  call  tbem)

purposes,  Wblle  the  school  of  tboaght 
la  Oermany  that  believe  In  a  limited 
number  of  good  chlldrea,  carefully 
nurtured,  trained  and  educated,  as 
better  for  a  civilized  nation  than  an 
tmendlng  stream  of  puny  Infants.  Is 
concerning  itself  now  with  thp  rec- 
ommendation that  three^  or  perhaps 
oaly  two,  children  are  suflldcnt  for 
the  needs  of  any  civilised  state.  In 
no  country  In  the  world  bas  the  birth 
rats  fallsn  so  rapidly  as  In  Germany. 

In  1900  there  were  14  births  to 
every  1.000  Inhabitants.  In  loio  there 
were  10.7  births  to  every  1.000  In- 
habitants. In  1915  there  were  27 
births  to  every  1,000  inhabltanu.  In 
1910  there  were  20  births  to  every 
1,000   inhabitants.  \ 

In  other  words.  If  the  flgures  of 
1006  had  prsvailed  in  1912.  there 
would  have  been  S00,000  more  Ger- 
man children  born  In  1912  than  there 
actually  were.  Towns  and  cities  show 
no  better  results.  In  ten  years  the 
birth  rate  of  Lelpslc  fsll  from  Sl.fi  to 
22.1,  Dresden  from  81. S  to  20.S,  Mu- 
nich from  8S.1  to  21.9,  Hanover  from 
37  to  20.3,  and  offlolal  flgures  show 
that  half  the  marriages  In  Berlin  an 
blessed  with  nu  more  than  two  chil- 
dren and  a  quarter  with  only  one 
child. 

Since  tbe  outbreak  of  war  the  birth 
rate  of  Berlin  has  fallen  below  ail 
records.  In  1878  it  was  46  per  1.000, 
in  1912  it  had  dropped  to  20.4,  in  1914 
to  18  per  1,000,  and  in  1916  to  1*  per 
1,000.  These  are  the  deliberate  re- 
sults of  deliberate  women,  seeking 
their  own  deliberate  emancipation 
from  Immoral  Prussian  militarists  and 
those  who  would  carry  on  war  for 
war's  sake,  and  this  action  by  Oer- 
man wolhen  Is  now  presenting  the 
gravest  problem  that  tbe  Kaiser  and 
his  Prussians  have  to  solve  in  their 
great  effort  to  continue  militarily  the 
-control  of  their  own  country  and  tread 
down  the  rest  of  the  world.  Without 
women  and  without  children  a  coun- 
try must  fade  away,  and  without  a 
large  reserve  of  cannon  fodder.  In  ex- 
cess of  that  of  other  nations  surround- 
ing her,  Oermany  has  no  chance  of 
carrying  on  war  In  future.  May  the 
realisation  of  that  not  be  one  cause 
of  their  preeent  desperate  efforts  to 
secure  a  victory  or  a  peace  while 
there  is  still  a  remnant  of  willing 
workers  left?

Such  is  tlie  apparent  position  with 
regard  to  the  dominant  partner  in 
the  Great  Crime,  and  while  it  la  true 
that  until  the  collapse  of  Germany  the 
other  weaker  links  in  the  chain  tluit 
constituted  "Middle  Europe"  will  not 
break  easily,  there  are  signs  that  all 
is  not  well  within. 

Since  Turkey  lost  Baghdad  and 
Jerusalem,  the  Turks  have  proof  that 
Germany  was  not  supporting  them  as 
needed,  but  thoee  who  know  Turkey 
well  know  she  will  carry  on  so  long 
as  her  politically  corrupt  ministers 
receive  compensation  in  kind  or  in 
money  from  the  secret  funds  of  Ger- 
many. 

There  are  all  kinds  ef  possibilities 
if  Russia  should  withdraw  her  arm- 
ies from  Persia  and  thus'  expose  the 
flank  of  the  British  forces  in  Meso- 
potatfiia,  but  it  seems  quite  clear  that 
L«nlne  and  Trotsky,  who  have  been 
carrying  on  government  (?)  with  a 
high  hand  in  Russia,  ore  not  flrmly 
seated,  and.  according  to  their  So- 
cialistic friends  elsewhere,  are  "in  the 
cart"  instead  of  being  in  the  shafts. 

In  the  leading  Magyar  newspaper, 
Neue  Est,  published  in  Budapest  the 
capital  of  Himgary,  appears  the  fol- 
lowing editorial  attack  on  Austria: 

"Our  arch  foe.  old  Austria,  has  now 
begun  open  and  systematic  warfare 
against   ps. 

"*Bvery  Csech  vagabond,  every  Aus- 
trian ois,  abuses  Hungary.  Now  acme 
Auatrlan  owl  has  discovered  that  very 
few  Hungarian  soldiers  have  fallen  in 
the  war,  but  that  very  many  have 
been    taken   prisoners. 

"If  this  were  so  we  could  rejoice 
for  the  heslthy  and  honorable  Magyar 
blood,  which  is  much  more  necessary 
for  the  world  than  Austrian,  but  the 
Hungarian  losses  have  been  dispro- 
portionately large,  not  only  through 
the  treachery  of  tbe  CTsechs.  but  also 
thanks   to   Austrian    leadership. 

"All  this  enforces  the  necessity  of 
organising  an  independent  Hungarian 
army,  led  by  Hungarian  blgh  ofllcers, 
and  not  by  Austrian  foes.  Our  peo- 
pie  must  be  taught  that  we  can  no 
longer  live  In  community  with  Aus- 
tria, whieh  would  only  lead  to  our 
defeat  and  ruin." 

,  If  any  business  man  had  a  partner 
who  used  such  language  to  him,  amk;- 
able  aad  friendly  relations  would  not 
long  continue.  However,  nations 
have  many  strange  political  bedfel- 
lows in  their  course  down  the  ave- 
nues of  history,  and  Hungary  may 
not  be  able  to  detach  herself  from 
Austria,  as  apparently  some  of  ber 
people  dealre.  TMs  Is,  however,  an 
indication  that  should  not  be  forgot- 
ten wh<«  conditions  are  nearly  as 
bad  In  Germany.  The  Vorweerts  bas 
pubHsbed  in  Berlin  some  very  strong 
expressions  and  has  been  suspended 
for  three  days  by  the  military  for 
raying:

8lrr-*'Aii  Intarestlng  development 
from  my  letter  .in  The  Colonial  of 
S6th  ult..  ta  that  Ita  Interpretation, 
ahowlnv  how  tha  promised  Sign  of 
the  Univeraal  Chriat  ahinea  now 
through  cloud  and  rock  and  sea,  has 
made  a  deep  impfeaalon  on  members 
of  tha  New  Church  who  are  dla- 
clplea  of  BwedenlMrg. 

I  remember  the  lata  Canon  Newton 
■aying  to  me  some  thirteen  or  four- 
teen yeara  ago  that  my  worlt  remind- 
ed him  in  part  of  Swedenborg'e.  I 
paid  little  attention  to  this  at  tha 
time,  for  having  .  ascertained  that 
Swedenborg  claimed  to  have  been  a 
witneaa  of  the  iaat  Judgment,  or  the 
llacond  Coming  of  the  Lord,  which 
took  place,  aa  he  declared,  in  1757. 
I  felt  that  there  could  be  no  real  har- 
mony between  hla  revelation  and 
mine,  and  diamiaeed  the  aubject  from 
my  miad.  Now.  having  bean  given  a 
reading  of  a  email  book  on  Hweden- 
borg'a  theoaophy  ("The  Bible  That 
Waa  Loat  and  is  Found."  bx  John 
BIgelow).  I  have  made  another  effort 
to  diacover  what  aimilarity  there  la 
^between  our  teachinga,  and  although 
I  find  that  there  are  Important  almi- 
larltlei  it  remalna  clear  that  the  Ad- 
vent Blgn  wae  not  revealed  through 
8wedenlK>rg,  and  ao,  from  that  point 
of  view,  hla  work  can  only  help  or  be 
helped  by  mine  in  the  way  of  con- 
trast and  upon  general  principlea 
where  truth  prepares  the  «'ay  for 
truth. 

In  eplte  of  diaagreementa.  I  believe

thinga  of  Ood  are  progreaalvely  aeen 
and  underatood  through  thinga  made 
visible  in  nature  and  in  hiatory.  The 
spirit  of  love  la  thuj  ouj-  common 
aulde  to  a  growing  peroepUon  of  cor- 
reapondence  between  the  revelation 
through  nature  and  the  revelation 
through  prophecy  (II.  Peter  I.),  and 
there  are  bound  to  l>e  pointa  of  aimi< 
iarlty,  and  aooner  or  later  a  com. 
plate  harmony  through  the  caatln« 
out.  of  error.  But  aa  an  Interpreter 
of  Holy  Writ  Swedenborg  had  not 
the  key  of  Peter  and  the  Sona  of 
Thunder,  and  I  cannot  admit  the  en- 
tire correctneaa  of  wrltlnga  purport- 
ing to  reveal-  the  Advent  of  Chriat  In 
clouda  of  glory  through  the  correa- 
pondentlal  language  In  which  Jeho- 
vah is  aaid  to  have  revealed  Illmaelf 
anew  to  mankind  in  1767.  Granting 
that  Swedenborg  waa  wonderfully 
gifted.  It  muat  be  remembered  that 
Dropheta  and  even  angela  are  not 
omnlacient  or  infallible  (Job  Iv  •  Dan 
X.:  Rev.  xll.;  Matt.  xlx:17). 

One  most  Important  truth  Sweden- 
borg, far  In  advance  of  hla  genera- 
tion, does  aeem  to  have  clearly  grasp- 
ed, namely,  that  the  coming  or  manl- 
feaUtlon  of  Chrlafa  preaence  predict- 
ed in  Matt.  xxlv..  would  be  aeen.  not 
locally  at  any  particular  place,  but 
wljh  the  inward  eye  of  the  mind 
through  a  apiritual  Illumination  re- 
storing  faith,  hope  and  love  In  the 
aph-lt  of  Elijah:  that  ia.  in  the  splHt 
of  prophecy  (Mai.  Iv.;  Matt  xvlf 
Acta  III.;  Romana  xl.)  He  aeema  to 
have  reallied  that  an  enlightening 
alan  would  appear  at  the  end  of  an 
age.  vastly  increasing  the  church's 
power  of  dlacernlnir  Christ  and  His 
angels  everywhere  In  the  Holy  Land 
of  Promise  bounded  by  the  four 
winds  of  heaven  (Zech.  II:  xlv.;  Rev 
xxl.).  and  he  thought  that  his  vis- 
ions and  hla  key  or  power  of  Inter- 
pretation constituted  that  promised 
rapture  revealing  Ood>  Rlory  in  Holy 
Scripture.  In  nature,  and  In  his  own 
mind. 

Swedenborg  tK>lleved  that  In  their 
highest  degree  of  excellence  before 
the  flood,  men  were  closer  to  the 
angelic    state,    and    had    an    intuitive 
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piroapuoii  of  correavondeacea  thai 
■niveraally  ezlat  iMtweea .  the ,  aatural 
aad  splrtoal  worlds,  la  time;,  be 
•vera,  theae  old  caaeeationa  beeame 
idolatrous,  throagh  seasaality.  and 
lost  the  BM>re  aaclaat  and  symtwUc 
Serlptores  which  preoedsd  oar  Old 
Teatameat.  and  which  are  referrad 
to  by  it  in  such  passages  as  Nuathem 
xxl.  14  and  Samuel  1.  It.  TO  receivar 
thla  symbolism  or  knowledge  o(  eer- 
reaqM>ndences  8wedenl>org  declares 
that  a  new  revdla|loa.  f rom  tha  Lord 
waa  necessary,  and  ha  claims  to  liave 
been  chosen  aa  the  prophet  or  med- 
ium of  that  new  revelation,  for  arhloh 
oar  Scriptures  prepare  tha  way.  be- 
causs  they  were  divinely  deslgnad  la 
das  time  to  restore  the  lost  key.  Of 
the  present  Bible  Swedeaborg  main- 
tains: "There  Is  not  an  lota  or  apex 
or  llttto  twirl  of  tha  Hebrew  letters 
which  does  not  involve  something  di- 
vine." This,  he  says,  "has  l>een  re- 
vealed to  me  from  heaven:  but  I 
know  it  tranacenda  beller*  (Arcana 
Coelestla.  No.  404t).  It  does  not. 
however,  seem  to  me  to  transcend 
l>elief,  for  people  who  t>elieve  that 
the  God  of  the  Bible  la  the  Creator 
of  everything  can  easily  believe  that 
every  twirl  in  a  flower  or  a  shell  or 
a  brain,  or  a  band,  or  a  HetMrew  let- 
ter Involvea  aomething  that  Is  apirit- 
ual. It  ia  reaaonable  to  think  so,  but 
It  does  not  follow  that  the  human  or 
the  angelic  mind  is  intended  to  bear 
the  burden  of  grasping  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  auch  details,  and  it  may  be 
that  the  noble  and  powerful  intellect 
of  Swedenborg  was  permitted  to  fall 
into  error  and  to  overstrain  Itself  in 
order  that  others  might  be  saved 
from  attempting  a  very  Involved  and 
detailed  vision  of  natural  and  spirit- 
ual correspondences.  Like  Lucifer. 
Son  of  the  Morning,  Swedenborg  flew 
too  high  and  fell  from  heaven  (Isaiah 
xiv.)  but  ua  Ht.  Paul  said  of  the 
elect  (Rom.  xl.)  If  his  fall  Is  our 
ffaln.  much  more  shall  his  recovery 
be  like  life  from  the  dead.  I  have 
not  gone  through  a  fortieth  part  of 
Hwedenborg's  enormous  output,  nor 
have  1  t^e  learning  and  the  power 
tr>  adequately  critlclxe  so  great  a  man 
but  I  perceive  flashes  of  Intense  good- 
ness In  his  thoughts  and  feel  in  the 
reading  of  his  life  "how  far  high 
failure  overleaps  the  bounds  of  low 
successes." 

Having   read  John   Bigalow's  book, 
and   believing   that   the   key   of   Peter 
and  the   Sons  of  Thunder  Is  the  key 
which    Swedenborg    tried    to    And,     I 
paid  a  visit  to  the  public  library  and 
turned    to    the    volume   upon    Bxodus 
to  see  what  Swedenborg  made  of  the 
reck    and    the    cloud    through    which 
Jehovuh  spoke  to  Moses  and  led  His 
people    into    the    promised    land.       I 
found    there    that      Swedenborg    dis- 
cerned   no    definite    connection    with 
the  calling  of  Peter  and  the  Sons  of 
Thunder,   nor  with   the  wheel  of  our 
planet    as    the    wheel      of      rock    and 
cloud  and  aaa.  He  does  however  aeem 
to  divine  a  connection  with  the  fore-^ 
told  sign  of  the  Son  of  Man  in  clouda 
of  glory,  for  he-    refers  to  Matt.  xxlv. 
and    declares   that   in    HoljT  Writ   Je- 
hovah's   cloud    standa    for    the    letter 
and   the   externals   of   worship,   while 
the  glory  to  be  revealed  Is  the  spirit- 
ual   or    inner    sense    shining    through 
the   letter,    and    in    this   way    rending 
the  veil  of  the  church's  more  super- 
flcial      and      literal      Interpretations, 
which    are    bound    to    pasa    away,    in 
due     time,     before     deeper     thoughts 
of  Cod,   before   the  breath     of     His 
moUth.  and    the    brightness    of      His 
shining    In    them    that      believe      (11. 
Thess.)       It    may    be    remarked    here 
that  a  aymbolie  or  dual   understand- 
ing of  Jehovah's  bright  cloud   is   not 
-peculiar    to    Swedenborg.      Poetry    is 
full  of  it.  and  ages  ago  St.   Chrysos- 
tom    said:      "The    true      Shekinah    is 
man."   Orlgen   May  be  quoted   to   the 
same  effect.     "All  which  is  here  call- 
ed the  Word  of  Ood  ia  a  revelation  of 
the  incarnate,  and.   In   regard  to  His 
divine    essence,    the    helf-renouncing 
divine  Word.  Hence  wo  see  the  Word 
of  God   on   earth    when      He   became 
man    under    a    human    form;    for    in 
the   Scriptures   the   Word   continually 
becomes    flesh    in    order      to      dwell 
among  us.     But  when  we  have  lean- 
ed   on    the    bosom    of    the    incarnate 
Word,    and    are   able    to    follow   Him 
as  He  goes  up   into  the   high   moun- 
tain, then  we  shall  say  wo  have  seen 
His   glory.      Such    is    the   transfigura- 
tion   of    the    Scriptures    for    all    who 
from  a  vivid  communion  with  Christ 
rise    with    Him   and    learn    to   under- 
stand   its    Spirit."      A      distlngulahed 
American    writer,    the    Rev.    Horace 
Bashnell.  author  of  "Ood  In  Christ." 
says:      "There    is    a    Logos      In      the 
forms    of    things   by    which    they   are 
prepared    to    serve    as    types    or    Im- 
figes  of  what  ia  inmost  In  our  aoula. 
...    In   one   word,   the   outer   world 
which    envelops    our    being    is    Itself 
language,  the  power  of  all  language. 
.  .   .  And  If  the  outer  world  is  the  vast 
dictionary    and    grammar    of   thought 
we  speak  of.  then  It  is  also  Itself  an 
organ      throughout      of      Intelligence. 
Whose    intelligence?      By    this    ques- 
tion  we    are   set   directly   confronting 
Ood.    .    .    ."      John    BIgelow    himself 
quotes  from  Keble  and  from  Charles 
KlngKley   to  show  that  they  also  be- 
lieved   in    a    divine    duality   or   corre- 
spondence between  things  visible  and 
invisible. 

A  few  examples  showing  how  his 
key  or  keys  of  correspondence  work- 
ed In  Swedenborg's  mind  may  be  In- 
teresting— thus:  "They  who  arc 
principled  In  faith  dwell  there  upon 
rocks;  but  they  who  are  principled 
in  love  dwell  upon  mountains.  .  .  . 
the  rocks  there  appear  stony,  but 
th#  mountains  not  stony.  because 
they  are  elevations  of  the  earth. 
Hence  It  is  that  a  rock  signlfles 
faith."  A  cleft  in  a  rock  he  holda 
to  signify  an  obscure  and  false  prin- 
ciple of  faith  "such  as  apperUlns  to 
those  who  are  In  things  external 
without  what  is  internal"  (From  Ar- 
cana Coelestla.  Bxodus  xxxlll.)  Moses 
hidden  in  a  cleft  of  the  rofck  naems 
here  to  signify  the  children  of  Israel 
at  an  Inferior  stage  of  development 
when,  because  of  the  hardneaa  of 
their  hearts,  they  could  not  endure 
a  more  Christian  or  face  fo  face  vis- 
ion of  the  Creator.  The  distinction 
between  rocks  or  stones  and  moan- 
taina  ia  remarkable,  and  reminds  me 
of  St.  Augustine's  saying.  "UbI  mag- 
nitude tbi  verltaa."  It  may  l>e  osn- 
sldered  also  In  connection  with  oar 
Lord's  parable  of  the  seed  which  fell 
on  stony  places  without  satBdsnt 
depth  of  earth,  that  Is  without  the^ 
mutual  breaking  up  of  rock  and 
water  which  produc«e  fruitful  earth. 
John  the  Baptist  said  that  Ood  could 
raise  up  ehildre»  to  Abraham  from 
the  stonss  Of  the  Held.  In  "Divine 
Love  and  Wisdom."  Swedenborg 
makes  Winter  signify  the  end  of  the 
church,  and  west  means  lovs  towards 
the  Lord  deersastng.  whereas  east 
Implies  superior  lovs.  North  sIgnMss 
wisdom  la  shade,  whlls  In  the  «ptrit- 
nal  seath  there  dwell  sapertor  ds- 
grass  of  wisdatn.

Msas  with  my  latsrvratallan  of  the

tha  plaaat.  raek.  sea  aad  sky.  aa  a 
eharlat  of  tha  divine  comliar  taaa- 
tare  aad  la  «hs  evansalMs  thraagh 
tha  Splm  breathy 


wtl«l>s  aM  maUw  mora  maalNirio 
us  ths  thinga  af  tjhrlst  sa  wa  are  oM 
eaoagh  and  young  aaough  In  heart 
to  bear  them  (Gen.  I.;  John  xvL:  IS- 
IS.) They  do  not  aeem  ta  agree  arith 
ths  Idea  of  the  moving  Tent  and 
Temple  whoso  most  holy  piaioe  was  In 
ths  west,  except  when  the  vgll  waa 
rent  aaunder  and  ths  whole  House 
flUed  with  the  glory  d(  the  eloud  (IL 
Chron.:  Iv.  v.;  Esak.  x.)  We  know 
that  the  Temple  Is  an  image  of  the 
divine  body  where  God  and  man  can 
meet  and  rejoice  together  In  the 
flight  of  time  (John  U.  IS-XS:  Exod. 
XXV.  22:  Pa.  Ixzx.):  and  In  ChriaUan 
history  and  poetry  the  west  Is  the 
future,  and  we  expect  Increasing  wis- 
dom as  time  runs  on  from  morning 
to  the  sinking  of  the  Bun's  bright 
rock  In  clouds  of  glory.  True,  of 
oourse  It  Is  that  if  you  go  tar  enough 
west  you  drink  In  sgain  the  beauty 
of  the  east  (Ez.  xlUL)  but  that  only 
makes  them  equally  divine  for  It 
cuts  both  waya  Then  again,  while 
here  In  the  northern  hemiaphere  the 
Sun  declares  the  glory  of  Ood  chiefly 
in  the  south.  It  is  not  so  in  the  oppo- 
site hemisphere,  where  the  south  is 
comparatively  cold  and  dark;  nor 
would  the  Sun  be  a  blessing  any- 
where if  it  were  not  tempered  by 
the  four  wlnda  of  heaven  which  are 
also  one  wind  or  sea  of  air.  The 
Cherubim  of  south  and  north  in  the 
Holy  Place  behind  the  western  veil 
are  thus  of  equal  dignity  In  my  ren- 
dering. Like  Peter  and  the  Sons  of 
Thunder,  representing  Southern  and 
Northern  Christendom  from  pole  to 
pole  (Latin  America  Is  not  South 
America,  by  accident),  they  stand  also 
for  heavenly  opposites  In  harmony, 
such  as  law  and  liberty,  hope  and 
memory,  action  and  thought,  glorify- 
ing one  another,  giving  new  life  to 
one  another,  and  seeking  no  selfljih 
or  exclusive  8upi(pmacy  past,  present 
or  to  come. 

While  maintaining  the  historic 
simplicity  and  superiority  of  this  later 
Interpretation  (Ilaggai  11.9),  freed 
from  overwhelming  and  unfruitful 
details,  I  must  yet  marvel  at  the 
power  In  Swedenborg  who  wrote  a 
hundred  and  nlxty  years  ago,  and  pre- 
vailed so  far  against  the  gates  of  hell 
without  the  help  of  many  great  poets, 
theologians  and  men  of  science  upon 
whom  now  we  lean.  I  accept  their 
view  that  the  Bible  is  a  mingling 
of  human  and  angelic  minds  Alth 
the  mind  of  God,  so  that  It  !s  both 
fallible  and  Infallible,  subject  to  crit- 
icism and  to  be  Interpreted  like  all 
inspired  poetry  and  history  in  the 
ordinary'  way  of  Intelligence  and  with 
direct  leaning  on  the  mind  of  the 
Spirit,  from  whom  come  down  all 
powers  of  interpretation,  of  poetry, 
of  intuition  and  of  science.  Our  more 
modern  .vision  of  evolution  from  the 
flrst  Adam  and  Kve  (signifying  fruit- 
ful earth)  towards  the  perfection  of 
all  marriages  through  niarriage  with 
the  mind  of  God  in  Christ,  the  Son 
of  Man  in  heaven,  would  I  think  have 
saved  Swedenborg  from  imagining  a 
lost  Bible  and  a  superior  degree  of 
wisdom  before  the  flood.  But  aa  I 
have  compared  him  with  Isaiah's 
Lucifer.  Son  of  the  Morning,  I  should 
perhaps  explain  that  I  do  not  mean 
Lucifer  in  the  medieval  sense  of  a 
rebellious  aqael  hopelessly  and  eter- 
nally impriaoned  In  the  depths  of 
hell.  A  better  understanding  of 
Isaiah  shows  that  his  Lucifer  person- 
ifles  -the  ruling  spirit  of  Babylon, 
fallen  Indeed  from  wisdom,  but  of 
the  highest  capacity  and  destined 
like  Egypt  and  Israel  to  share  in  a 
restoration  of  all  things  through  the 
love  of  Ood  (Is.  xlx.;  xlv.;  Hosea  1- 
10).  Hell  therefore  of  which  Egypt 
and  Babylon  are  Hebraic  types  (Rev. 
xl..  xvl..  xvill)  becomes  a  prison  or 
state  of  enforced  education  and  re- 
formation; and  the  destruction  of  the 
Man  of  Sin  (II  Thess.)  becomes  a 
destruction  which  has  been  going  on 
in  every  age,  even  In  the  elect  (Matt, 
xvl.  23;  Luke  IX.B4;  John  xlil.7)  who 
suffer  change  In  having  presumptu- 
ous sins  and  stupid  fears  burnt  out  of 
them  in  this  life,  and,  if  need  be,  also 
In  the  next:  "For  His  mercy  endur- 
eth   forever   (Ps.   cxxvl.) 

I    trust    that    nothing    I    have    said 
will  move  anyone  to  think  less  kind- 
ly of  a  man  like  Swedenborg  who  has 
helped  men  Chrlstwards  by  his  won- 
derful   character   and      faith      in    the 
Scriptures  and   in  the  communion  of 
men    and    angels    with    one    another, 
and  with  their  Creator  (Hebrews  xll.; 
xill.2)     My  hope  la  that  hla  follower* 
will    combine   with    older   and   newer 
churchea    In    reatudylng    Swedenborg- 
lan    correspondences    In      this      fresh 
light  of  Peter  and  the  Soiis  of  Thun- 
der,  for  such   a   study   might  greatly 
help   to   rescue  from   neglect  all   that 
ia   valuable   in    Swedenborg'a   thought 
and   in  mine,  and   so   to   develop  and 
Improve    upon    my    rendering   of   the 
Advent    Sign,    whoae    bleaaing    cjinnot 
fall  upon  the  world  with  power  until 
the  collective   mind   of  the  church  Is 
able   to   recognise    It   and    so   to   give 
birth   to  a  new    age    of    Peace   with 
shoutings    of    spiritual      Joy       (Zech. 
lv.7).   A  little   while  ago   Archbiahop 
Du   Vernet   lectured   here   on    modern 
Psychology,   and   said   some   very   ex- 
cellent  thinga  about   the   law  of  sug- 
gestion   and    the    uplifting    power    of 
the    collective    mind    when    its   atten- 
tion   can    be   concentrated    at  certain 
times  upon   thS  Word.      But  when   I 
point  to  the  curse  of  the  world  vrar 
poured  out  even  "upon  the  air."  and 
maintain  that  it  is  divinely  meant  to 
puggcst    Armageddon,    and    therefore 
the  predicted  day  of  the  Lord  and  of 
our  International  "gathering  together 
unto  Him" — which   multitudinous  as- 
sembling   could    not    be    revealed    lo 
the  age  of  the  early  or  the  medieval 
church    (II.    Thess.    II.;    Mark    xlU.l*; 
Acts  1.7:  Zech.  xll.  xlv.;   Rev.  xvl.) — 
I   am   met  by  a  great   unwillingness, 
by  a  very  natural  but  nnspirltual  dla- 
Inclinatlon    to   come    to   the    point   In 
discerning    the    signs    of    the    times. 
The    clergy    are      ready      enough      to 
arouae  and  concentrate  the  cqllectlve 
mind   upon   the    manifest   advisability 
of  defeating  our  enemies'  forces  upon 
the   fleld   of  battle,   but   as   for     any 
spirittial  effort  of  congregational  ex- 
pecUtlon,    of    aratching    and    of    dls- 
'  cemment   in   looking   for   ths   Advent 
Sign — without   arhose   help   according 
to  Chrlat's  prediction   the   distress  of 
Armageddon    cannot      be      overcome 
(Lake  xzl.:  Matt,  xxlv.) — there  I  flnd 
the  clergy  foolish  and  slow  of  heart. 
They    don't    bellsve    strongly   aaough 
In    theroeelves   and   In   ths   prophetle 
mind,  and  In  ths  oollectlva  mind  of 
ths   churches,    nor    yet    even    In    the 
mind    of   Chrlsl  as   declared    In    His 
Mount    oC    OlHrss    predlethm;    for    If 
they  did  they  would   be  more  Inter- 
ested In  the  vision  whioh  I  have  set 
before  them:  aad  If  naable  as  ladl- 
vtdaais  to  arereome  doabts  as  to  its 
verity,  they  woald  be  eager  to  "prove 
an   thlagsT   by   eoaeaatrattog   prayar 
aad      ths      oonsethre      adad    of    ffie 
churches  epoa  ths  polat  at  lasns     Is 
this  world  war  ths  pradlelad  Arma- 
geddoa.  aad  Is  this  slga  of  Polar  and 
the  Sons   of   Hiaader   the    premised 
light  from  heavea  which  Shan  break 
tha  chala  <C  war  aad  l4ad  an  aatlaaa 
Into  aa  ags  of  paaes.  **aa(  by  might 
nor  by  power**  hot  by  tha  Sphrft  sf 
tha  Ward  (Saeh.  frr.;  ■■ssti  tt.;  !» 
IDT 
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Swedenborg  also  appears  to  have 
been  weak  or  undeveloped  in  the 
aenae  of  hiatory  and  of  leaning  upon 
the  general  mind  of  the  current  age. 
One  finds  In  him  no  clear  connection 
with  missionary  progress  or  church 
history,  and  he  never  seems  to  have 
noticed  that  the  Advent  Sign  could 
not  appear  and  usher  in  a  new  age  of 
peace  until  the  distress  of  Armaged- 
don had  become  historically  vlalble 
after  a  world-wide  preaching  of  the 
Ooapel.  Having  no  historic  applica- 
tion or  illustration,  his  visions  can- 
not of  themselves  help  the  historic 
branches  of  the  faith  collectively  to 
see  Christ  in  one  another,  and  to  be 
so  gathered  Into  the  one  true  fold 
where  crystal  waters  run.  and  where 
the  leaves  of  the  Tree  give  shade  and 
healing  for  all'  nations  so  that  they 
may  learn  war  no  more  (Ps.  xxlll.; 
Rev.  xxl.)  On  the  other  hand,  the 
sign  of  the  I.<atin.  Oreek  and  Re- 
formed churches,  respectively  repre- 
senting the  glory  of  Peter.  James  and 
John,  and  of  mountain,  sea  and  sky. 
win  help  us  both  quickly  and  pro- 
greaaivcly  to  love  one  another  and  to 
form  the  vlalble  Brotherhood  of  the 
Son  of  Man  In  current  hiatory,  not- 
wlShstandlng  the  differencea  which 
may  prevail  against  us  for  a  time, 
timea,  and  half  a  time. 

As  I  have  explained  elsewhsrs  the 
prophetle  t\fc  days  or  years  (Dan.  xll.: 
Rev.  xl.)  has  reference  to  our  natural 
vision  of  light  broken  Into  the  sacred 
seven  when  shining  through  a  crys- 
tal or  a  cloud.  The  colors  that  are 
half  ths  distance  of  the  spectrum 
apart  are  complementary  colors,  like 
red  and  green,  or  blue  and  yellow; 
and  thS'tsachlng  Is  that  nations  Uke 
the  seven  groat  powers  of  Christen- 
dom, from  ths  morning  red  of  Rns- 
sU  to  the  violet  of  the  United  States, 
are  related  to  one  another,  and  mast 
overcame  geographic  and  historic 
foress  of  separation  by  the  bridge  of 
lovs  pravatMag  agalast  the  gates  of 
ban. 

80  this  Is  s  vision  of  Present.  Past 
and  Patars.  which  Is  deeply  rooted 
In  history  and  In  prophsey.  As  tt 
leans  on  them,  so  It  will  in  Ume  be 
glortfled  by  them  aatll  aa  atmos- 
phere of  Christian  psaes  prsvalla 
against  the  Inflrmitlss  of  ths  old 
Adsm  from  polo  to  pale,  whne  the 
wheel  of  the  wide  world  bears  as 
avar  oa  from  flabbath  to  Sabbath,  fa 
and  la  light: — 


In  another  letter  I  may  be  able  to 
dwell  again  on  astronomic  proofs  of 
the  Advent  Sign  flowing  from  corre- 
spondence between  the  prophetic 
mind  of  Esekiel  and  the  poetic  and 
sclentiflc  mind  of  Dante.  The  Aryan 
mind  haa  been  grafted,  to  use  St. 
Paul's  figure,  into  the  Tree  of  the 
Hebraic  mind.  In  them  Jerusalem 
Is  spread  abroad  to  tha  four  arlnds. 
and  by  them,  as  by  a  star,  the  kings 
of  the  sun  rising  shall  be  led  to- 
wards Christ;  and  a  little  child  shall 
lead  them.

The  boyits  are  to  be  sup- 
ported in  .davits  .to  tbe  Classiflcatlon 
Society  requirements  and  fltted  with 
ail  necessary  gear  and  rigging  for 
handling  same.  The  boats  Will  be 
furnished  by  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board.  Vessel  to  be  fltted  with  stock- 
less,  self-tripping  type  of  anchor,  with 
cables  of  tbe  stud  link  type.  The 
steering  engine  of  approved  make  to  be 
arratiged  with  control  rods  laid  from 
the  steering  engine  to  the  steering 
wheel  on  bridge.  A  house  is  to  be 
built  over  the  steering  engine  aft,  of 
suitable  construction  to  carry  gun 
seating  on  deck.  fVtreless  telegraph 
aerials  and  leads  to  wireless  telegraph 
room  to  ba  fltted  to  approval.

JAPAN  FORBIDS  SALE 

OF  SHIPS  TO  ALIENS 

Baron  Den,  Japanese  Minister  of  Com- 
munications, has  oRIclally  notifled  the 
Entente  Powers,  according  to  advices 
from  Toklo,  that  for  the  time  being 
the  Japanese  Oovernment.  haa  decided  to 
prohibit  the  sale  or  charter  of  Japanene 
veaaela  to  foreigners. 

The  Japaneae  reason  was  eald  to  be 
the  fact  that  Japanese  vessels  on  the 
coastwise  trade  and  foreign  routes  are 
fast  diminishing  owing  to  the  charter 
of  vessels  to  foreigners.  Consequently 
the  export  trade  of  Japan,  it  was  said, 
was  being  seriously  handicapped.  Since 
the  enforcement  of  the  war-time  ship- 
ping control  act  forty  or  flfty  vessels 
have  been  either  sold  to  or  chartered 
to  foreigners  who  were  given  special 
licence  by  the  Japanese  authorities.  A 
number  of  vessels  In  course  of  con- 
struction In  Japanese  yards,  which  will 
soon  be  ready  for  service,  may  \u>  ex- 
empted from  the  new  regulations  and 
be  sold  or  chartered  to  forelxnern.

WANT  THE  MAGE

Would  Take  Up  Question  of 
Reduced  Charges  for  Ports 
of  Province — Disagreement 
Has  Prevented  Meeting. 


VANCOUVER.  Jan.  24. — One  more 
effort  win  he  made  to  arrange  a  meet- 
lag  of  the  Victoria,  Nanalmo  and  Van- 
couver pilotage  boards  to  take  up  the 
question  of  proposed  reduced  pilotage 
charges  for  ports  of  this  Province.  At 
a  meeting  of  the  shipping  bureau  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  held  on  Friday 
afternoon  a  concise  report  waa  given 
by  the  secretary  on  the  efforts  which 
have  ^een  put  forth  to  arrange  such  a 
meeting. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  some  time 
ago  it  was  arranged  to  hold  a  Joint 
meeting  in  this  city,  but  there  waa  some 
dissatisfaction  felt  In  Nanalmo,  as  the 
board  of  that  city  expressed  the  desire 
to  hold  the  meeting  there.  In  Its 
anxiety  to  get  action  In  the  matter,  the 
local  board  agreed  to  meet  the  Island 
boards  at  the  Coal  City  on  January  30. 
It  recently  developed  that  on  account 
of  the  Illness  of  Mr.  Joshua  KIngham, 
who  met  with  an  accident  which  con- 
nned  him  to  his  home,  he  would  be 
unable  to  make  the  trip  to  Nanalmo. 
The  Victoria  board  then  agreed  to  have 
the  meeting  held  In  Victoria,  so  that 
Mr.  KIngham,  one  of  the  most  influen- 
tial members  of  the  board,  would  be 
able  to  attend. 

This  week  the  secretary  received  a 
communication  from  tbe  Nanalmo  4>oard 
refusing  to  attend  such  a  meeting  at 
Victoria.  Here  ..the  matter  stands. 
Ttiere  was  some  agitation  among  the 
members  of  the  shipping  bureau  to  go 
ahead  single-handed  In  the  effort  to 
secure  the  60  per  cent  reduction  In  the 
pilotage  charges,  but  after  due  consid- 
eration It  was  decided  to  make  one 
more  effort  to  hold  the  joint  meeting.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Jan.  2«.— "I 
have  no  Information  In  confirmation 
of  the  dispatch  Indicating  that  the 
Minister  of  Marine  would  conduct  an 
Investigation  of  the  pilotage  system 
here.

I  do  not  think  the  de- 
partment will  listen  to  any  changes 
being  made  In  the  system  here  till 
after  the  war  Is  over  at  least  In  my 
opinion  the  system  Is  all  right,  and 
only  a  few  desire  the  suggested 
amalgamation." 

The  foregoing  Is  from  Captain  G 
Gardiner-Johnson,  of  the  Vancouver 
pilotage  board,  In  respense  to  a. ques- 
tion with  regard  to  a  report  from  Ot- 
tawa yesterday  saying  that  Hon.  C.  C. 
Ballentyne,  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries,  was  about  to  create  a  eom- 
mlsslon  to  Investigate  the  pilotage 
systems  in  operation  In  others  besides 
Halifax.

VANCOirVBR.  Jan.  2«.— In  compli- 
ance with  a  request  from  the  wholesale 
brokers'  section  of  the  Vancouver  Board 
of  Trade,  the  shipping  bureau  of  the 
board  la  about  to  make  a  strenuous 
effort  to  have  Japanese  freighters  from 
the  Orient,  which  are  now  making  reg- 
ular calls  at  Victoria,  call  at  this  port. 

It  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  the  griev- 
ance which  local  wholesale  merchants 
have  Is  that  freight  charges  from  the 
Orient,  which  are  now  higher  than  they 
have  ever  been  In  the  history  of  ship- 
ping, are  greatly  augmented  by  the 
additional  handling  and  charges  in  hav- 
ing these  Japanese  freighters  discharge 
Vancouver  freight  at  Victoria  The 
bureau  hopes  to  be  able  to  secure  A 
alternative  trip  with  Victoria  In  case 
the  shipping  companlea  concerned  do 
not  agree  to  grsnt  the  request. 


A  Winnipeg  dispatch  states  that  K 
F.  Hutchlngs,  president  of  the  Great 
West  Saddlery  Company  of  that  city, 
and  one  of  the  best-known  flnanclers 
In  Manitoba,  is  head  of  a  syndicate 
that  has  secured  a  tentative  contract 
to  build  twelve,  ships  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  The  message  adds  that  repre- 
sentatives of  the  company  are  now  on 
the  Coast  conducting  negotiations  for 
a  site  for  shipbuilding  yards  and  that 
the  establishment  of  a  new  Industry 
would  mean  an  ultimate  Investment 
of  $20,000,000. 

It  has  been  known  for  acme  time 
that  Mr.  Hutchlngs  was  Interested  In 
a  company  that  was  contemplating 
building  ships  In  this  city  or  Van- 
couver, and  desperate  efforts  are  be- 
ing made  by  the  business  people  of 
the  Terminal  City  to  have  the  yards 
located  there.  A  site  waa  offered  by 
the  Harhor  Board  on  the  KItallano 
Reaerve,  the  terma  being  that  the 
Harbor  Board  be  reimburaed  to  tho 
extent  only  of  the  money  required  to 
carry    the    prox)erty.

Before 
we  admit  a  aingle  individual  vrithin 
our  borders  we  should  decide  at  once 
what  we  intend  doing  for  the  return- 
ed aoldlera. 

Much  aa  I  am  thinking  about  the 
welfare  of  our  brave  men,  I  ara  more 
concerned  today  about  the  large 
army  of  noble  girla  who  have  taken 
up  nuralng  and  munition  work,  who 
will  be  thrown  out  of  employment 
after  the  war  la  ended. 

Inasmuch  aa  many  of  the  erat- 
while  romantic  dreama  of  those  dear 
glrla  can  never  be  reallaed  now,  they 
will  be  thrown  upon  their  own  re- 
aourcea,  and  many  of  them  doomed 
through  life  to  travel  the  lone  fur- 
roW.

X»-.*H.  K.  Toiiag.  FrovlMlal  Medleal 
Health  Officer,  met  the  Advisory 
Board  of  tVoraen's  Inatltutcs  for  Brit- 
ish Columbia  at  the  second  session  of 
its  half-yearly  meotlat.  hrtd  yester- 
day .  moving  at  the  ParilamaBt 
Buildings.  He  spoke  gaoerally  on 
mattara  or  dlrevt  Intercat  to  the  in* 


stittttts  and  anawered  a  number  of 
querlea  from  the  memliars  concern- 
ing women's  work  from  a  medical 
vlQWpotnt. 

Mn.  Johnatona,  the  president,  who 
occupied  the  chair,  asked  Dr.  Young 
for  his  opinion  regarding  heavy  field 
work  for  women,  to  which  he  replied 
that  as  a  medical  man  he  waa  cer- 
tain that  the  Canadian  women  were 
unfit  phraically  to  undertake  the 
heavy  work  that  the  European  women 
hnri  accomplished  since  the  war  be- 
gan. Ask4d  If  any  steps  had  been 
taken  by  the  Qovemment  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  goitre  among  the  chil- 
dren of  jbti  Province,  which  was 
stated  to  be  growing  very  rapidly. 
Dr.  Young  said  It  was  attributed  to 
the  funguli  growth  found  in  many 
rivers  of  British  ralumbia,  and  the 
only  remedy-  known  was  the  boiling 
of    alt    water    consumed. 

Speaking  of  free  dental  clinics.  Dr. 
Yonng  stated  that  he  had  recom- 
mended to  the  Government  the  bene- 
fits to  be  derived  from  sending  q'bali- 
fled  deutista  to  the  rural  communities 
to  examine  the  school  children.  He 
also  hoped  that  the  municipalities 
end  the  Government  would  co-nper- 
ste  in  the  matter  of  alvlng  medtcal 
I  attention  to  children  suffering  fftim 
minor  phyrlcal  defects,  which,  with 
the  proper  attention  at  the  right  time, 
would  pravant  later  and  probably  aiore 
aerlous  tnxible.  !le  poin^d  out  :hla 
matter  as  one  in  which  tlie  Woman's 
Institutes  throughout  the  Province 
could  participate  and  he  hoped  that 
they  would  all  back  op  the  health  de- 
partment. *

^  It  ia  to  be  hoped  that  the  regom- 
mendationa  in  Mrs.  William  Grant's 
address  at  the  annual  fneeting  of  the 
Friendly  Help  Society  will  result  in 
much    needed    legislation. 

There  la  no  gain,  even  In  money, 
made  by  taking  a  poor  widow's  chil- 
dren from  her  and  placing  .them  in 
an  Institution.  It  Is  very  seldom  that 
she  earns  enough  to  support  them, 
however  talented  she  may  be.  The 
moral  loss  both  to  the  children  and 
to  the  mother  Is  nearly  always  very 
great.  The  best  of  matrons  cannot 
fill  the  place  of  mother  to  a  largo 
number  uf  children,  nor  is  the  In- 
stitution however  efficient  really  a 
home.  The  mother,  unless  she  be  of 
n  very  high  type,  does  not  retain  the 
a<imc  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
little  ones  she  seldom  sees  aa  when 
thev    are    alwavs    with    her. 

On  the  other  hand,  It  in  not  fair  to 
the  mother  who  tries  to  keep  her 
home  together  to  force  her  to  apply 
for  assistance,  even  in  time  of  stress. 
Those  who  manage,  charitable  socl- 
elles  know  that  it  is  easy  to  break 
down    the    independence    of  a    family.

The  coal 
company  made  arrangements  for  the 
support  and  education  of  the  chil- 
dren till  thoy  coul4  earn  their  own 
living.  The  result  was  that  the  dead 
miners'  children  were  In  all  caaos 
thn.t  came  under  obser\'at|on  well 
brought  up.  and  their  mothers  were 
highly  respected.  The  Incident  shows 
that  the  widoVs  will,  as  a  rule,  make 
the  beat  of  the  money  to  which  she 
feels  she  has  a  right. 

It  la  objected  that.  In  these  days 
fathers  can.  If  they  are  prudent, 
make  provision  for  their  families  and 
that  to  pension  a  poor  widow  pats 
a  premium  on  Improvld^ce.  "That 
this  objection  cannot  outweigh  the 
b«-neflt»  of  a  good  pension  ■citemo 
seems  to  be  the  experience  of  statea 
and  -countries  which  have  adopted 
the  plan.  Certainly  It  does  not  Jus- 
tify the  breaklnir  up  of  families  or 
their  p«iy>erlastion.  nor  sHould  tile 
capable  mother  be  foreed  to  bear  too 
heavy  a  burden.

INDICATES  GERMANS' 
ODD  IDEAS  OF  HUMOR 


Prisoners  Paraded  Around  a  Cemetery,  but  Graves 
Were  AH  of  Kaiser's  Soldiers—British  Tommy 
,     a  Cheerful,   Philosophical   Soul   Notwith*- ' 
standing  Tendency  to  Indulge  in  Grouch 


The  commander  of  th« 
«teld«d  the  main  atreeta.  aa  thia 
waa  tha  flrat^me  piiaonara  had  b««n 
paradad  through  Cok»ne  in  tbla 
manner,  and  he  did  not  know  how 
'  tba  people  would  act.  Hie  fears  prov* 
;  a4  to  be  vroundlea*.  aa  the  adult  pap- 
-  ulatlon  showed  keen  Interest,  but 
wtere  not  demonstrative.  The  chil- 
dren, however,  made  cutting  remarka 
about  £n«land,  and  would  gladly 
hAve  done  us  Injury  had  they  been 
permitted.  After  nearly  an  hour's 
marching  we  arrived  at  a  large 
cemetery,  around  which  we  were 
,  paraded  for  fifteen  or  twenty  mln- 
uies.  This  form  of  amunement  evi- 
dently appealed  to  the  Oerman  sense 
of  humor.  We  however  took  a  great 
dfai  of  satisfaction  out  of  the  sight 
of  the  thousands  of  little  white 
e/oeses  which  marked  the  graves  of 
the  Oermana  who  had  died  In  mili- 
tary hospitala  in  Cologne. 

Kopt    In    for   a    Month 
When   we  arrived  back  at  the  hos- 
pital we  overheard  the  following  con- 
veraation  between  a  Tommy  who  had 
been   out.  and  one  of  his  less  fortu- 

nate  friends.  

^'Where   did   they   tiSe^yeh.   Bill  f* 
"They  took   us  to  a  bleedin'  ceme- 
tei  V." 

"Yeh  don't  nay  so." 
"Yes.    but    the    blinkln'    thing    waa 
rhiiok   full  of  baches." 
"Good    egg." 

After  this  the  Germans  felt  fright- 
ened at  what  they  had  done,  and  we 
were  not  allowed  out  again  for  a 
month.  We  had  many  Interviews 
with  the  inspector,  and  made  our- 
nelves  so  objectionable,  that  in  or- 
der to  gain  peace  the  walks  were  re- 
Mumed,  but  nt  Irregular  intervals. 
During  seven  months  we  were  only 
allowed  out  of  the'  hospital  four 
tlmea; 

Privilege  for  Oflicera 
After  the  flrat  walk  the  oflncei^s 
were  given  the  privilege  of  going 
alone  with  a  German  ofltcer  and  a 
guard.  They  refuaed  to  let  ua  give 
our  parole,  and  there  waa  nearly  al- 
waya  a  greater  number  of  aentriea 
than  prisoners.  Try  as  we  might,  we 
could  never  again  get  permission  to 
have  a  carriage  for  Moodle,  and  we 
"  were  refuned  the  privilege  of  visiting 
(he  fftmnun  cathedral  on  the  ground 
that  there  were  fortlflcations  nearby 
which  we  should  not  see.  We  were 
usually  taken  nronnd  '  the  Rlng- 
strasse,  the  main  street  of  Cologne, 
which  runs  In  a  nemi-circle  through 
the  city,  commencing  at  one  point  on 
the  Rhine  and  flnishinx  at  another 
a  mi)e  or  two  further  down.  On  one 
oocaaion   we   went   to   the   Stadtwald,

The  men  were  allowed  to  stay  In 
the  courtyard  till  8  o'clock  in  Sum- 
mer and  7  o'clock  in  Wlnur.  and  ac- 
cording to  the  season  of  the  year  they 
had  to  be  in  b«'d  by  8  or  9  o'clock. 
As  daylight  saving  waa  in  vogue 
the  lights  were  seldom  turned  on 
in  the  men's  wards,  but  the  offlcer« 
were  not  obliged  to  retire  before 
ten.  , 

The  English  Tommy  Is  always 
eheerful.  and  sometimes  senMmentHl. 
fie  grouchen  a  lot  but  this  is  super- 
ficial. It  is  a  habit  quickly  acquired 
on  entering  the  army,  and  besides — 
it  Is  considered  the  thing  to  do.  At 
heart  he  is  a  fine  fellow,  and  his  best 
qualities  i^re  brought  out  under  the 
trying  conditions  of  life  in  a  prison 
hospital. 

"Close  Harmony" 

After  the  evening  meal  the  men 
would  often  gather  in  a  circle  in 
the  courtyard  round  a  man  playing 
a  mouth  organ  and  Indulge  In  a  little 
"close  harmony  "  This  crowd  would 
usually  be  swelled  by  musically  In- 
clined I'Yenchmen  and  Russians. 
Watkins  and  Hallam  considered 
themnelves  second  only  to  Caruso 
and  John  McCormack,  and  led  the 
singing.  These  entertainments  al- 
ways started  well,  but  had.  a  weak 
finish.  The  police  corporal  had  a 
strong  aversion  to  the  Knglish,  and 
took  a  delight  in  squashing  any  at- 
tempt   at    amusement    on    their    part. 


ting  our  minds  /Iwell  on  our  aur- 
rouudlngs.  and  lived  in  the  past,  and 
for  tke  future. 

All   Pkiired    Carda 

Cards  were  a  diversion  that  aSer- 
ed  great  poaslbilitieH.  We  Canadians 
introduced  the  "national  game"  of 
poker,  and  alao  Polish  Bank,  and  the 
Knglish.'nen  took  a  great  delight  in 
using  the  slans  poker  ternui  on  ev- 
ery possible  o^scasion.  The  Russians 
and  frenchmen  had  peculiar  Karnes 
of  their  own.  Wherever  one  turned 
little  groups  could  be  seen  sitting 
cross-legged* on  the  floor  or  on  the 
side  of  a  bed  playing  sonio  games 
with  a  pack  of  greasy  and  doi;-eared 
cards.  In  our  ward  bridge  was  the 
most  popular  amusement,  and  al- 
most the  whole  of  every  afternoon 
wan  whiied  away  at  this  game.  When  , 
we  had  more  than  four  players  the'i 
extra  imcs  would  sit  around  and  j 
watch  the  jrame  until  It  was  their 
turn  to  cut  in. 

Reading   ulno   served    to   paiUs   away  i 
the    time.      Moodic   and      fit  ay.      who  I 
had    been    In    the   liosplt.-il    for   a 
time,    had    u    few      books    thftt 
bra  veil     the     cenHorM.       We     uIs»o 
some  books  in   English,  sut^h  us 
JAtv    of   a    Curate."    whitjh    umo 
vlded    by    the      GemiaJ^pusior 
buried    our    dead,    and    who    also    nt 
Ions    mttrvulH    held -a    servire    for    us 
in    the    chapel.       There    waa    a    wait- 
ing   li«t    for    all    these    books,     which 
were    pansed    round    the    honpltaJ     aa 
fast    as    they    were    read.      If    we    had 
had    a    <opy    of    Webster's    Dictionary 
it    would     have    been    devoured    from 
cover    to    cover. 

As  I  have  said,  certain  men  who 
were  fit  were  employed  on  perman- 
ent dutlen  Buch  as  working  In  the 
parcel  room,  issuing  tiified  food,  etc; 
Barclay,  who  had  recovered  from  his 
wounds,  being  a  atretchar-bearer,  was 
made  a  sanitaire.  Others  were  em- 
ployed on  weekly  fatlguea,  cleaning 
the  floors  and  peeling  potatoes.  Aa 
this  vegetable  was  our  staple  article 
of  diet  it  took  a  lot  of  potatoes  ev- 
ery day  to  feed  five  hundred  men. 
At  any  time  in  the  courtyard  could 
be  seen  ten  or  fifteen  men  seated 
around    barrels   and    tubs    Into    which

my  May  lo  Germany,  bat  on  ao  oe- 
caslun  did  any  of  us  jfnFfy^  Hi^  *■»- 
amount  due  fur  the  mMMir  sent.  This 
op«n  robbery  must  have  netted  the 
Oerman  Uovemmeat  an  enormoas 
revenue  when  cme  oonsMers  the  num- 
ber of  prisoners  who  were  oontinn- 
alfy  receiving  money. 

On  July  I4tb  my  first  letter  nrrlv- 
ed.  and  flroni  that  time  on  my  only 
thought  on  waking  In  the  mominc 
was:  "Will  there  be  •  maU  In  to- 
day, and  if  Bo.  will  I  get  a  letter?** 
Ever>-  prisoner  of  war  feels  the  eame 
way.  The  most  exciting  thing  that 
can  happen  te  him  is  the  receipt  of 
a*  letter  or  parcel. 

Before  the  war  the  business  flmt 
with  which  I  was  connected  had  done 
a  great  deal  of  buying  In  Oermany. 
We  had  a  German  agent  who  wrote 
ni<>  a  vcr>-  nice  letter  asking'  about 
iny  arm,  and  wanting 'to  know  if 
there  was  anything  he  could  do  ior 
me.  I  was  not  allowed  to  answer 
this  if'tter.  but  the  Inspector  did  so 
for  me.  / 

T  received  later  on  another  letter 
from  c  C»rn»an  who  was  d  natural- 
Ixcrt  .\n;e:lcan  citizen,  and  represent- 
ed a  largo  firm  with  whom  we  had 
i!on»-  (.ur-lMCK-q.  He  also  asked  If  there 
wr-rt-  not  something  he  could  do.  I 
va»  iieniiitted  to  write  an  answer  on 
t^w  back  of  the  letter,  and  requested 
that  l>e  should  send  me,  if  possible, 
a  couple  nf  English  novels,  and  a 
French  <H<tlonary.  In  a  verj*  few 
davF  I  rf'^clved  these  articles  to- 
KPfhor  with  a  box  of  very  good  cigars 
nnd  son'o  rlsrnrettes.  This  man  came 
to  Culfi|rnc  to  see  me,  and  spent  three 
d.'iyg  tbeio  interviewing  officials.  He

It  waa  raining 
add  we  naked  the  officer  in  charge  If 
w^  might  go  into  a  small  restaurant 
nas^by  ahd  order  something  to  eat 
wUle  we  waited  for  the  rain  to  stop. 
A«  we  approached  the  restaurant  we 
saw  a  German  officer  sitting  with  a 
Ia4y  on  the  balcony.  He  sneered  at 
ui^l^d  turned  his  back.  On  hla  ac- 
cdliat  we  were  not  allowed  Inside, 
hut  were  obliged  to  sit  out  >"  ^^^ 
i-i^jn  at  a  little  iron  table  while  we 
dr^Bk  a  cup  of  very  bad  coffee  with- 
out, cream  and  sweetened  with  sac- 
charine. We  were  Just  two — the 
FijHich  captain  and  myself.  The  ofll- 
oet-  in  charge  and  the  sentrlee  avold- 
ed^us  while  we  sat  there,  as  if  we  had 
been  a  couple  of  lepers.  We  cursed 
the  whole  Oerman  army,  and  hoped 
some  day  to  be  given  the  J^y  of  com- 
manding a  camp  full  of  Oerman  pris- 
oners. 

k 'we.  were  more  fortunate  than  the 
-men  who  Vfi  each  of  the  four  walka 
we  were  allowed  to  take  were  con- 
ducted to  a  different  cemeterj'. 
Thay  say  that  variety  is  the  splee  of 
Iflte,  If  taking  n  man  to  diffier- 
eot  cemetery  each  time  he  goes  for 
a  walk  constitutes  variety,  then 
thase  men  certainly  led  a  spicy  ex- 
istence. 

.Another  privilege  we  considered^  tj,e  war 
fHirsalTes  entitled  to  was  the  use 
i*t  the  siAall  balcony  overlooking 
the  etreet.  We  officers  had  no  place 
fflven  us  where  we  could  be  alone 
and  take  a  little  exercise.  Though 
net  oC  a  grasping  disposition,  when 
we  thought  of  the  life  of  .ease  led 
by  the  German  officers  in  England, 
we  decided  to  demand  everything  | 
It.  was  possible  to  get  both  .for  our- 
selves and  the  men.  We  were  ad- 
vised that  an  offlelal  application  to 
the  aeramor  of  Cologne  waa  i^ecea- 
eary.  This  was  made  out  In  writing 
and  signed  by  us  all. 

Waited  ffVmr  Months 
After  nearly  two  months  of  wait- 
ing, permission  to  usi»  the  balcony 
was  glren.  During  this  period  we 
had  a  ▼Isit  from  Mr.  Jaeltaon.  the 
American  Ambassador's  Wecreury, 
to  whom  we  complained  about  the 
delay  to  our  application.  The  Inspec- 
tdr?  |rhe  was  present,  was  greatly 
annoyed  at  this  complaint.  *  which, 
however,  had  the  desired  result  of 
hurrylnv  up  a  decfarten. 

■vary  Una  day  attsr  that  we  moved 
^halni  outside  end  sat  In  the  sun  or 
walked  slowly  up  and  down  to  get 
baek  some  of  the  strength  we  had 
loot  throovh  months  of  idleness.  The 
people  In  tbe  street  would  often  etop 
to  gtare  at  the  oafed  animals  pacing 
dp  and  down  In  the  enclosure  in 
front  of  their  den.  Sometimes  there 
would  be  a  new  santry  at  tbe  gate 
who  would  look  up  and  discover  us 
ani^  yell  "Xjot,"  Maaonnced  "Loose" 
and'  meaning  "Oet  out."  Wa  would 
lean  over  the  baloaay  and  laugh  at 
hh^  while  he  want  In  froCbIng

Of  course  up  tp  thia  Um0  we  had 
tho  run  of  the  courtyard  In  which 
wo  ralldlotasly  tried  to  taka  eiarclss 
evWy  day.  but  there  was  suvb  a 
crowd  that  we  were  continually 
bumping   Into   man   and   Jarrlat   aur 


chords  would  reach  hla  ears  I.e  would 
order  the  guard  to  clear  the  court- 
yard at  once.  There  would  be  a 
great  shouting  of  "Los'  and  "Her- 
*us,"  and  all  the  patients  would  slink 
up  to  their  wards. 

The  horrible  monotony  of  tho  ex- 
istence, the  fact  that  no  one  around 
you  cares  whether  you  live  or  die, 
and  that  you  have  nothing  to  look 
forward  to  but  the  end  of  the  war, 
make  the  life  of  a  prisoner  almost 
unbearable.  One  has  actually  to  be 
n  prisoner  to  realise  this.  It  hi  a 
state  of  mind  that  cannot  be  im- 
agined. I  car\  quite  easily  see  how 
men  who  have  been  In  German  hos- 
pitals or  camps  for  two  or  three 
years  become  despondent,  nervous 
wrecks  and  often  go  sUrk  staring 
mad,  or  commit  suicide. 

Reading  through  my  old  letters 
home  I  came  across  a  phrase  now 
and  then  that  recalls  vividly  the  feel- 
ing of  loneliness  that  possessed  me 
at«the  tVe.  After  only  six  weeks' 
of  imprisonment,  I  wrote:  "Please 
write  me  often  and  tell  me  all  the 
news,  and  ask  anybody  1  know  who 
would  care  to  write  to  me  to  do 
«0.  It  Is  horribly  dreary  here.  It  is 
cold  and  raining  most  of  the  time. 
Believe  me.  ^«?  will  all  be  glad  when 
is  over." 
"A  Bit   of  the  Blues" 

Moodle  had  spent  a  year  In  hos- 
pital and  some  days  would  be  at- 
tacked with  a  fit  of  the  blues.  He 
would  lie  on  his  bed  without  saying 
a  word,  paying  no  attention  when 
the  meals  arrived.  Gray  and  I.  see- 
ing the  effect  on  him  and  others, 
would  attack  him  With  pillows. 
Moodle  would  defend  himself,  and 
a  rough  pillow  fight  would  result.  Of 
course,  we  had  to  be  very  careful 
nbt  to  Injure  the  arms  or  legs  which 
were  in  plaster.  Heavy  artillery 
In  the  shape  of  bottlee  of  aerated 
lemonade  would  be  brought  up,  and 
the  shower  baths  that  ensued  would 
generally  bring  the  party  to  an  end 
with  everybody  laughing  and  the  de- 
sired result  would  have  been  accom- 
plished. 

Indlffermt  Dortors 

There  was  an  English  Tommy 
with  a  shrapnel  wound  In  fhf  head, 
whose  case  Illustrates  the  titter  In- 
difference  diaplayett  by  the  OermaiT 
dooton*  with  regard  to  the  fate  of 
prisoners.  His  cheek  bone  was  frac- 
tured .lust  in  front  of  the  ear.  and 
for  some  time  he  was  under  the  care 
of  Dr.  Meyer.  He  suffered  a  greet 
deal  of  pain,  and  could  not  idcep  at 
night.  The  doctor  seemed  to  take 
llttU  or  no  notice  of  his  suffering. 
and  said  there  was  a  splinter  of  bone 
inside  the  skull  which  might  work 
to  the  surface  if  poultices  were  ap- 
plied. This  was  carried  out  by  the 
inan  in  the  ward,  wbo  heated  water 
In  a  steel  helmet  over  a  spirit  store 
supplied  by  the  hospital.,  The  case 
heoame  so  serious  that  I 'interriewetf 
the  Chief  Arst  and  got  the  patient 
moved  downstairs  to  another  ward 
under  the  c«re  of  a  head  speetallst. 
who  operated  at  once.  It  was  found 
that  the  man  had  an  abscess  on  the 
brain  caused  by  the  splinter  of  bona. 
He  died  within  a  few  daya.- 

Incldenta  like  this  AM  mot.  t«id  to 
make  our  lot  hny  more  ploagant.  but 
we  avoided  ss  much  as  p«ss»le  tot- 


the  potatoes  were  tossed  as  they  were 
peeled.  I^ter  on.  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  food,  the  peeling  was  dis- 
pensed with  as  being  wasteful. 

The  study  of  French  was  an  occu- 
pation which  attracted  many  of  the 
Englishmen.  There  was  a  French 
captain  In  the  hospital— and  I  soon 
made  arrangements  to  exchange  les- 
Hons  for  Instruction  In  French.  We 
managed  to  have  text  books  bought 
for  us  In  the  city,  and  commenced 
work  In  earnest.  He  lived  alone  in 
a  small  room  on  the  first  floor,  and 
here  for  two  hours  every  day  we 
worked.  Half  the  time  was  devoted 
to  each  language.  We  went  right 
through  the  grammar,  taking  one  les- 
son at  a  time.  In  the  beginning  all 
our  explanations  were  made  in  Ger- 
man, as  this  was  the  language  we 
both  knew  best.  As  time  wore  on. 
during  the  hour  devoted  to  French 
that  language  alone  was  spoken,  and 
a  similar  arrangement  was  made  for 
the  English  hour.  Exercises  were 
wrlttan    as    part    of    the    preparation

Barnes"    eye    was    removed    by    the 

liAd  Hpeclallst  who  u.sed  the  opera- 
tion   as    the    subject    of    a    lecture    to 

some    students,    who    came    regularly 

to    the    hospital    for    Instruction.      All 

he    had    to    deaden    the    pain    Was    a 

very    badly   applied   local   anaesthetic. 

The  students  sat  around  In  a  semi- 
circle  while   the   doctor  snipped   each 

nerve  and  muscle  separately,  call- 
ing out  their  names  and  going  into 
explanatio:i9  .as  to  their  functions, 
while  Barnes  drew  blood  frofn  his 
lower  lip  with  his  teeth  In  trying 
to  keep  from  screaming  out  with  the 
pain. 

From  this  time  on  we  nicknamed 
Barnes  "Cyclops,"  a  name  which 
stuck  to  him  untlf  he  left  the  hos- 
pital. 

Trouble  Over  the  Bath 
Across  the  hall  from  our  ward  was 
a  bathroom  containing'  four  baths. 
It  wak  in  charge  of  two  Russians, 
who  kept  the  place  very  clean,  and 
always  had  hot  water  on  hand,  which 
waa  provided  by  two  small  stoves  in 
the  room.  Nearly  all  the  beds  on 
our  floor  were  occupied  by  Russians, 
many  of  whom  had  filthy  diseases. 
We  objected  strongly  to  bathing  after 
these  men,  no  matter  how  well  the 
tubs  had  been  scrubbed  out.  We 
were  afraid  of  having  our  wounds 
Infected,  and  finally  made  arrange- 
ments to  have  a  bath  curtalped  off  was  a  luxury,  which  we  \  got  .very 
at  one  end  of  the  room  for  the  exclu-  t  rarely,     and     fish     appeared    on     the

us  who  had  friends  in  England  were 
especially  fortunate  in  receiving  par- 
cels both  from  this  source  an^  from 
our  honipB  in  Canada. 

Shared    Good    Tilings 
The    lingliHhnien    envied    the    lot   of 
the    ColonialH.    aw    Uiey    said    ihut    we 
were    looked    after    better    than    they 
were,    both    in    France      and      in    Ger- 
many.     Any    little    unevcnneua    in    the 
distribution     of  the  parcels  waa  over- 
come by  the  generosity  of  those  who 
received   more   than    their   share,   and 
men    who   did    not   Kct  aufllclent    food 
to   supplement    tho    rations    lasuod    by 
the    hospital,    and    any    new    prisoners 
who    arrived      destitute    and    hungry, 
were    always   taken    care    of    by    their 
more   fortunate   friends.      Many   of  us 
received   parcels   of   bread   sent   twice 
a    week    from    Switzerland,     but,     un- 
fortunately,   owing    to    the    fact    that 
the  censorship  at  Wahn  was  so  slow, 
in  most  cases  the  bread  arrived  in  a 
mouldy  condition.    Prisoners  in  camp 
received    the    Swiss    bread    in      excel- 
lent   shape,    aa    the       parcels       went 
direct   from  Swltserland   to   the   vari- 
oua    camps    where    they    were    cen- 
sored  and   at   once   given    to   the   ad- 
dresses.     On    rare    occasions    we    re- 
ceived   a    loaf    or    two    of    bread      in 
perfect  condition  although  very  hard 
and   dry,  and   then   wo  celebrated  ac- 
i  cordingiy.      But    more    often    I    have 
seen   a   parcel   of  Swiss   bread   which 
had     been     In    Wahn     for    a     month, 
arrive   with   the   centre  all   eaten   out 
an<V     sometimes      containing    a    rat's 
neat. 

Horse  Ment  a  Luxury  v 
It  waa  well  that  our  parcein  had 
begun  to  arrive  at  more  frequent  in- 
tervale, aa  the  hospital  rations  were 
cut  down  owing  to  the  great  shortage 
of  food  and  the  failure  of  the  po- 
tato crop  in  Oermany.  Horse  meat 
waa  a   luxury,    which 


sive  use  of  the  Englishmen.  As  soon 
as  this  had  been  effected,  an  assistant 
doctor,  and  all  the  sanltaires  located 
on  our  floor,  admired  the  arrange- 
ment' so  much  that  they  decided  to 
seize  this  bath  for  their  own  private 
use.  Hallam  had  an  altercation  with 
a  sanitaire  over  this,  and  Just  re- 
strained himself  from  striking  the 
man.  He  got  Into  a  great  deal  of 
trouble,  and  as  a  direct  result  was 
later  on  sent  to  camp.  We  eventu- 
ally succeeded  in  having  another  bath 
allotted    us. 

Soap  was  non-existent  in  the  hos- 
pital. A  greasy  sort  of  substance 
in  tins,  somewhat  similar  to  soft 
soap,  was  supplied  for  washing  pur- 
poses. The  Russians  In  charge  of 
the  bathroom  used  to  do  our  laun- 
dry, but  this  soft  soap  stained  every- 
thing a  weird  combination  of  green 
and  yellow. 

Kggs  In  the  Pig  Pm 

We  were  always  looking  for  some-

for  each  lesson,  and  these  were  cor- 
rected and  assigned  marks  as  re- 
ligiously as  though  we  had  been  cor- 
recting examination  papers  for  a  uni- 
versity degree.  This  serious  work 
served  to  make  the  days  seem 
much  shorter,  and  my  knowledge 
of  French  proved  of  ineetlmable 
value  to  me  later  when  I  reached 
Swltserland. 

Money    From    Home 

On  July  8th  we  were  sitting  In  ths 
hall  downstairs  when  the  mall  ar- 
rived. A  letter  bearing  my  name 
was  banded  to  me.  and  I  felt  as  sx- 
clted  ,as  though  peace  had  been  de- 
clared. It  turned  out  to  be  a  money 
order  amounting  to  200  marks  which  I 
had  been  cabled  to  me  from  Kng-  I 
land.  1  knew  then  that  my  flmt  letter  ' 
or  card  had  arrived,  that  my  famlly 
at  last  knew  my  fete,  nnd  that  r 
oould  expect  letters  before  long.  I 
was  very  much  relieved.  On'~ July 
18th  I  also  received  fS  sent  by  mail. 
Tbe  ckUm  eilp  showed  that  at  the 
current  rata  of  eschance  I  should 
have  receivsd  4d  marks.  21  Pfen- 
nlgn.  This  amount  was  scratched  out 
and  40  marks  Inserted.  The  dlffer- 
enee  wss  a  pretty  healthy  dlhcount 
for  the  Germans  to  claim.     The  vatne 


thlnf  to  vary  the  monotony  of  our 
existence,  and  one  day  thought  of  in- 
vsstlgaUng  the  pig  pen.  The  man  in 
charge  had  no  objections  to  our 
doiuff  this  and  ws  went  Inside.  Some 
ons    notieed    an    egg    lying     on      the  !  *>«<' 


menu  more  often  than  ever.  Another 
substitute  for  meat  was  a  species  of 
large  sausage  containing  mostly  bones 
and  gristle,  and  made  from  all  the 
otherwise  unusuable  parta  of  an  ani- 
mal. It  seemed  to  us  that  there  were 
about  eight  meatless  days  in  >every 
week. 

Loefelsind,  the  little  German  who 
had  charge  of  the  hospital  linen, 
and  whose  home  was  in  Cologne,  told 
me  that,  short  as  our  rationa  were, 
we  got  more  and  far  better  food  than 
was  allowed  tho  civil  population  of 
the  city.  He  had  a  wife  and  three 
children,  and  their  weekly  allowance 
of  meat  was  not  enough  to  make  a 
decent  meal  for  the  average  man. 
while  the  supply  of  milk  and  other 
nourishing  foods  was  not  enough  to 
keep  the  children  healthy.  This  state 
of  things  prevailed  In  every  large  city 
in  Germany,  but  the  farmejs,  in  spite 
of  strict  regulations  as  to  reporting 
the  total  output  of  their  farms,  man- 
aged to  secrete  a  certain  portion,  and 
live  fairly  comfortably. 

Moodle's  Phonograph 

Moodle  had  told  us  a  month  or  so 
before  that  some  one  had  sent  hini 
a  small  phonograph  and  records. 
We  had  been  eagerly  looking  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  these  should 
arrlvi.  and  about  the  flrs#  of  8ep- 
tamber  the  parcel  came.  Wc  hap- 
pened to  be  In  the  middle  of  a  meal, 
but  food  was  forgotten  for  the  time 
being,  and  we  played  every  record 
through  behind  closed  doors  and 
windows  and  with  a  fine  needle,  as 
we  had  not  received  permission  to 
use  the  phonograph  in  the  ward.  We 
knew  that  trouble  might  ensue  if  thia 
were  not  obtained,  and  did  not  dare 
ask  permission  an  we  were  "in 
wrong"  with  the  hospital  authorities, 
and  knew  that  it  would  be  refuaed 
on  some  technical  grounds  such  as 
that  of  disturbing  the  other  patients 
in  the  hospital.  Tho  phonograph  and 
records  were  always  kept  carefully 
hidden  under  a  bed  when  not  In  us«^ 
From  that  lime  on  It  was  worked 
overtime,  and  nlwajs  with  the  great- 
est care.  If  a  footntep  were  heard 
in  the  hall,  the  machine  wss  Imme- 
diately shut  off  and  pushed  under  the 


straw  and  slipped  it  quietly  Into  Ms  j 
pocket.  We  thoroughly  Investigat- 
ed the  pigs.  coilecUng  about  five 
eggs  In  doing  so.  The  next  morn- 
ing, with  tbe  assistance  of  our  little 
"Plrlt  stove,  we^had  a  wonderful 
breakfast  and  laid  plans  for  ths  next 
day.  For  nearly  a  week  those  pigs 
got  faiore  attention  tbac^  they  had 
ever  had  in  their  lives,  and  we  had 
bettar  breakfasta  than  we  had  had 
sines  being  taken  prlsonsr.  whereas 
ths  Inspector,  who  had  been  count- 
ing on  these  eggs  for  his  own  meals 
grew  more  perturbed  every  day.  We 
made  ths  horrible  mistake  of  taking 
all  tbe  ects  we  could  find,  and  a 
large  padlock  was  put  on  the  pte 
pen.  ^ 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  August 
Pareols  b««sn  to  arrive  for  sU  tho 
Cana«Uns  wbo  had  basa  takbn  pris- 
oner on  the  Snd  of  June.  Tho 
Cansdian  Red  Cross  paresis  *  wsra 
particularly  welcomed  by  those  men 
whose  families  wore  not  in  a  p4 
tion    to   keep   them    snpplisd    with 
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About  this  time  the  .Swies  Com- 
mission paid  fl  visit  to  th*;  hospital. 
It  consisted  of  three  Swiss  doctors 
who  visited  the  nnjrlish  snd  the 
French  in  most  of  the  hospitals  and 
camps  In  Germany.  and  selected 
men  who  were  considered  unfit  for 
service  for  a  year,  and  who  might 
be  benefited  by  treatment  In  Swlt- 
serland. The  men  had  to  be  re- 
commended by  the  doctors  in 
charge.  Those  sccepted  were  sent 
to  Constance,  or  some  other  place 
near  tbe  Swiss  frontier,  where  they 
were  seen  by  another  commission 
composed  of  half  Swiss  and  half 
Oerman  doctors,  and  final  Judgment 
waa  passed  on  them.  The  Germsns 
had  the  deciding  vote  in  case  of 
donbt. 

Oray's  srm  was  in  a  bad  state.  It 
was  very  crooked,  and  he  had  a 
dropped  wrist.  He  ssw  tbe  com* 
mission  without  advising  Dr.  Meyer 
that  he  wss  going  to  do  so.  and 
he  was  at  once  accepted,  but  on- 
fortonstely    J«st    ss    his    nsme      wss 


Dr.  Meyer  appeared.  He  was  furi- 
ous, and  said  that  ha  wanted  to 
treat  Gray's  arm  for  some  time  to 
come.  This  was  Just  what  Gray 
was  trying  to  avoid,  but  he  had  to 
stand  a.Mide  and  see  his  name  struck 
olT    the    li.«H. 

Wella  saw  the  CummlMston.  but 
waa  refused.  Moodle  and  I  were  su 
far  from  recovered  that  we  knew 
It  wa.s  hopeless  and  did  not  present 
ourselves. 

Talked   About   Rscapc 

-Vol  long  after  this  an  Kngllsh 
aviator  named  Wilsotv  was  brought 
to  the  hospital  from  the  camp  at 
.Mainx,  where  he  had  been  sent  with 
Heveral  other  ofllcers  to  see  the  Swiss 
CominisHlon.  He  told  us  some  inter- 
esting things.  He  had  been  In  touch 
with  officers  from  several  different 
camps,  and  wc  listened  eagerly  to  hla 
description  of  camp  life  as  we  all 
expected  before  long  to  be  leading 
that  sort  of  existence.  We  discussed 
earnestly  different  plans  he  had 
heard  for  escape,  and  looked  forward 
to  the  time  when  we  might  take  an 
active  part  in  striving  to  attain  what 
Is  cherished  as  tho  ultimate  goal  by 
every   prisoner   of  war. 

While  Wilson  was  In  Mainz  there 
was  an  attempted  escape.  Three  of- 
ficers planned  to  work  together.  One 
small  building  In  the  camp  waa  used 
as  a  recreation  room  and  canteen. 
Inside  the  building  and  againat  the 
wall  of  the  canteen  was  a  aerlea  of 
long  wooden  steps  closed  in  at  ths 
ends,  used  as  a  sort  of  small  grand- 
stand for  observing  the  various 
games  In  progress.  Beneath  this  waa 
the  spot  selected  for  the  commence- 
ment of  a  tunnel..  The  sound  of  the 
ripping  up  of  the  fioor  underneath 
the  grandstand  was  deadened  by  the 
cheering  and  stamping  arranged  by 
the  other  occupants  of  the  room.  The 
work  progressed  beautifully.  There 
was  plenty  of  space  under  the  steps 
for  storing  surplus  earth,  and  the 
workers  only  emerged  for  roll  call. 
"Moles"  on  the  List 

One  day  Just  before  the  tunnel  was 
completed,  orders  were  given  that  all 
officers  who  had  been  refused  by  the 
Commission  were  to  be  sent  to  other 
camps.  Wilson  had  not  been  accept- 
ed, but  was  to  be  left  behind  as  he 
had  to  return  to  hospital.  Most  of 
the  officers,  including  the  three 
"moles"  were  on  the  list  of  those 
to    leave. 

Our  three  friends  entered  their 
place  of  work,  faking  with  them 
three  days'  provisions.  Those  out- 
side replaced  the  boards  at  the  end 
of  the  steps,  with  the  nails  In  their 
original  holes,  and  departed.  When 
the  final  roll  was  called,  of  course, 
these  three  were  missing.  No  one 
had  seen  them.  There  waa  great  ex- 
citement and  eventually  the  party 
had    to   move  off  without  them. 

That  night  in  a  frantic  attempt 
to  complete  the  work,  a  little  noiae 
was  made,  when  the  recreation 
room  was  vacated  and  absolutely 
"till.  The  keeper  of  the  canteen 
became  suspicious,  snd  his  report 
resulted  in  the  discovery  of  the  elu- 
sive ones.  We  never  heard  how 
many  weeks  of  "Jug"  they  got  for 
this. 

A    Profitable    Visit 

Wilson  only  spent  s  few  weeks 
with  us.  but  his  visit  proved  most 
profitable.  We  learned  the  things 
we  were  entitled  to,  and  of  the  pri- 
vileges accorded  r;erman  prisoners 
in  England.  We  decided  to  take  a 
firm  stand  and  demand  certain  righta 
for  the  Englishmen  in  the  hospital. 

We  officers  formed  ourselves  into 
a  committee  and  Interviewed  the  In- 
spector. We  told  him  about  the 
w.Ty  German  prisoners  were  treated 
In  England,  explained  to  him  that 
there  were  many  men  abie  to  walk 
who  needed  frssh  air  and  exercise 
and  demanded  that  system  simllsr 
to  that  in  vogue  in  all  the  camps 
should  be  Introduced  In  the  hoopl- 
isl  In  camps  men  are  pot  on  their 
parole  and  sent  out  In  parties  of 
thirty  or  forty  In  ehsrge  of  n  guard 
of  one  officer  snd  a  non-commission- 
ed officer,  to  take  s  two-hour  walk  In 
the  country.  Qn  their  return  their 
psrole  is  given  hsck  to  them,  and 
they  sre  free  to  attempt  to  sscape  If 
they  r.-Hh. 

We  explained  the  simplicity  of  this 
system  tn  the  lnsp«)etor.  who  prom- 
ised to  Investigste  the  matter  and 
make  srmngements. 

Ths  inspector's  nsme  wss  DHsssen 
He  owned  s  big  hotel  on  the  Rhine 
which  before  the  wsr  hsd  sccommo- 
dated  many  fSngllsh  snd  American 
visitors  He  spoke  Knglish  quits 
well,  snd  was.  or  pretended  to  bs 
very  friendly  towsrds  English -speak- 
ing people.  M  the  conclusion  of  our 
interview  he  suddenly  name  o«t  with 
a  string  of  the  vllsst  Kngllsh  oaths  I 
ever  hei^rd.  snd  then  asked  us  to 
translstc  them.  This  wss  rather  a 
hard  proposition,  bat  we  did  tho  h«st 
ws  eoold..  Whan  he  learned  what  bo 
had  ssid  he  sssmod  horrified.  We 
asked  him  where  he  had  learned  his 
English,  and  psrtlculsrlr  where  h* 
hs<l  pieked  np  such  expressions.  He 
mi<t  that  before  the  war  be  had  rone

"Charmag  people."  he  said, 
of  thsm  wsre  charming  Indeed, 
only  obJeoUon  1  had  to  thera 
that  now  and  agatn  the  professor 
and  his  wife  and  sometimes  tho 
mother-in-law  would  get  drunk,  and 
then  they  would  use  those  exprsa- 
Blons  whleh  you  ha>-e  Just  traiuUsted 
for  me.  Oh  yes.  they  were  charm- 
ing people." 

Interview  Borv  l-Ynlt 
On  July  tint  our  interview  with 
the  Inspector  bore  fruit.  AH  the 
Englishmen  In  the  hospital  who 
could  walk  were  to  be  taken  out  In 
the  city  for  two  hours.  ITnlforms 
were  Issued  to  these  men  who  polish- 
ed thsir  buttons,  and  carefully  put 
in  their  puttees  in  order  to  make  a 
good  Impression  on  the  people  of 
Cologne.  Just  before  it  was  time  to 
start  an  ofltcer  marched  In  with  a 
large  guard,  almost  as  t)lg  as  the 
party  they  were  to  conduct.  We 
formed  up  In  two  ranks,  were  care- 
fully counted,  and  marched  out  Into 
the  street.  Moodle's  leg  was  In 
plastar.  and  he  oould  not  walk,  so 
It  had  been  arranged  that  he  might 
have  a  carriage  if  he  paid  the  ex- 
penses himself.  In  the  carriage 
the^  wss  room  for  four— three  of- 
ficers and  a  German  sentry.  We 
drew  Iota  as  to  who  would  accom- 
pany Moodio — Wilson  and  Gray  were 
the  lucky  onee. 

Wells  and  I  and  the  French  cap- 
tain, who  wore  his  red  breeches  on 
thes4>  special  Occasions,  were  form- 
ed up  in  front  of  our  men  who  were 
arranged  In  sections  of  fours.  The 
carriage  was  in  the  rear.  The 
whole  party  was  surrounded  bv  tho 
guard  carrying  loaded  rifles  with 
fixed-  bayonets.  We  moved  slowly 
oir  like  a  convoy  of  danKcrous  crim- 
inals instead  of  a  few  harmle.<w  un- 
armed men.  most  of  whom  wero 
helpless,  even  had  they  been  un- 
guarded. /

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Fascinating  Worl<  of  Hardy

The  I.,ondon  Daily  Mail's  corre- 
spondent. JackstafT.  writing  on  mine 
sweeping  and  ita  fascinations  and 
perils,   says: 

'"There  la  Just  a  hint  of  Sisyphean 
labor  about  mine  sweeping.  Throw 
back  your  minds  to  your  school 
books  and  you  will  recall  that  Sisy- 
phus, unhappy  wight,  had  to  keep 
on  continuously  rol'mg  a  stone  up- 
hill. Although  this  Job  kept  Siay- 
phus  so  busy  that  he  had  no  need  to 
go  in  for  'physical  Jerka*  (flfteen 
-minutes  a  day  immediately  after  the 
morning  tub;  see  handbook)  in  order 
to  keep  up  hla  muacle.  It  did  not  ap- 
parently do  anybody  else  the  least 
bit   of  good. 

"Therein  it  differed  vastly  from 
mine  sweeping.  which  must  b« 
schsduled  among  the  most*  useful 
operations  of  the  war.  Where  a  re- 
semblance does  not  come  In  is  in 
the  fact  that  an  area  once  swept  Will 
not  stay  swept.  After  tho  slilps  have 
gone  over  It  they  must  turn  back 
and  start  again,  and  so  ad  Infinit- 
um. 

Mine   Layers   Busy   Too 

"The  procedure  la  something  like 
this:  One  mine  sweeper  In  the  course 
of  combing  out  a  particular  stretch 
of  sea  comes  across  a  mins  field. 
With  great  care  they  destroy  this, 
rooting  up  and  smashing  svery  'bulb* 
that  has  been  planted  In  It.  As  soon 
aa  they  have  done  so  out  creeps  the 
wily  Hun  in  a  submarine  and  lays  a 
fresh  lot  of  mines.  Sometimes  the 
new  field  is  put  down  so  soon  sfter 
the  previous  one .  has  been  removed 
that  it  seems  as  if  the  Hun  must 
have  bean  going  along  in  the  wake 
of  our  'sweepers'  when  he  Isid  It: 

"In  most  cases  mine  sweeping  falls 
to  the  lot  of  trawlers  manned  by 
fishermen  or  other  R.  S.  R  ratings. 
Nobody  else  could  do  the  work  quite 
as  well  as  the  men  who  sre  Inured 
by  long  experience  to  the  vagaries  of 
the  trawler,  which  In  bad  weather 
displsys  the  vices  of  svsry  other 
type  of  ship  and  the  virtuss  of  none. 
At  one  minuts  she  Imitates  a  sub- 
marine Just  atarting  to  dive,  the  next 
she  tumbles  clumsily  over  the  srest 
of  s  wave  and  brings  up  In  the 
trough  with  a  thump  that  makes  sll 
her  bones  rattle. 

•  "At  another  time  shs  will  stand 
awhile  on  her  heel  snd  after  making 
a  curious  swinging  motion  witb  her 
bows  burrow  headlong  Into  an  on- 
coming roller.  With  wind  and  sea 
abeam  her  decks  sre  no  piece  for  a 
Umid  man  nor  for  the  queasy  stom- 
ached either.  Even  experleneed  sall- 
firm  accustomsd  to  big  ships  alons  go 
down  llks  vsry  landsrasn. 
Work  te  Pain 
"The  trawlers  carry  on  thsir  rough 
and  dangrerous  task  In  pairs.  Be- 
tween them  stretehee  s  lony  wirs 
hawssr.  and  with  thUi  thsy  swsep 
minutely  the  area  ssslgnsd  to  thsm.

And  plenty 
does  happsn.  ICInss  caught  In  the 
swsep  have  te  be  destroysd  as  the

"Much  eiss  may  havs  to  be  done, 
too.  Above  all,  eyes  must  be  kept

Students  of  fhe  market  situation 
must  vlow  with  considerable  Interest 
the  sustained  upward  tendency  of  hog 
and  beef  prices.  One  of  the  Winnipeg 
papers,  commenting  on  a  new  record 
hlirh  flsure  created  In  the  last  day  or 
two,  Introduces  the  subject  under  the 
srresting  headline:  "Cows  Aviate." 
The  literal  fact  might  be  mor«  spec- 
tacular but  could  not  very  well  be  so 
far-reaching  as  the  Interpreted  read- 
ing: 

"A  new  high  record  flgurc  of  19.46. 
The  cow  that  jumped  over  the  moon 
has   nothing  over   this   bunch." 

In  other  words,  ordinary  cow  beef 
Is   soaring — in   price. 

"The  proverbial  cow  that  Jumped 
over  the  moon  had  nothing  on  the 
humble  bovine  matrons  that  topped 
the  local  market  this  morning  at 
89.48  per  cwt.,  the  highest  price  ever 
paid  for  beef  females  on  an  open 
market  In  Western  Canada,  and  a 
figure  which  Is  higher  than  prime 
bullocks  were  helling  for  a  year 
nso,"    proceeds    the   writer. 

*^ot  only  did  theee  cows  lead  all 
price  competitors,  but  t^y  have  a 
ahade  the  better  of  anirthlns  we  ever 
heard  of  la  other  marketa." 

The  animals  in  question  were 
shipped  In  by  Donald  8mith.  of  Ben- 
alto,  and  welshed  on  an  avrr«r« 
1.182  pounds,  srosstng  |111.6»  apiece 
when  sold.

FIRST  WESLEYAN 
MEIMODIST  CHURCH 


(From  The  British  (iMontst,  Aus.  17, 
1869) 

The  corner-stone'  of  this  building, 
being  the  First  Wesleyan  Methodist 
Church  ereeted  In  the  British  Ameri- 
can colonies  on  the  Pacific,  was  laid 
by  His  £3xcellency  James  Douslas,  C. 
B..  Governor  of  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty's colonies  of  Vancouver  Island 
and  British  Columbia,  etc.,  etc..  on 
Monday,  the  15th  day  of  August, 
185». 

The  religious  services  connected 
with  the  ceremonial  were  conducted 
by  tho  Rev.  Ephralm  Bvans,  D.  D., 
of  Victoria,  assisted  by  the  Revs. 
Gdward  White,  of  New  Westminster, 
B.  C,  Gbenezer  Robnon,  of  F'ort  Hope 
and  Yale,  B.  C,  Wesleyan  inission- 
arleH,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  K.  Clarke, 
of  Victoria,  Congregational  mission- 
ary. 

The  nilBslon,  for  the  purposes  of 
which  this  building  is  erected,  is  es- 
tablished under  the  direction  of  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  Church  In  Ca- 
nada in  connection  with  the  British 
Wesleyan  Conference,  the  Rev.  Jo- 
seph Stlnson,  D.  D.,  bcin^  president 
of  the  Canadian  Conference,  and  the 
Rev.  Eoch  Wood,  General  Superin- 
tendent of  Its  Missions. 

The  flrst  band  of  Wesleyan  mis- 
sionaries appointed  to  Vancouver  Is- 
land and  British  Columbia,  arrived  In 
Victoria  on  the  lOth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1859,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Eph- 
ralm Evans.  D,  D.,  as  chairman  of 
the  district,  and  the  Reverends  Ed- 
ward White,  Kbenezer  Robaon  and 
Athur  Browninar. 

Of  this  the  First  Protestant 
ohurch  erected  in  these  colonies  by 
voluntary  contributions,  the  following 
persons  constitute  the  flrst  board  of 
trustees,  viz.:  Rev.  E.  Evans,  and 
Messrs.  John  T.  Pldwell,  Charles 
Dodd,  John  Cooper.  Henry  W.  Thain, 
Robert  Elfofd  and   Richard  King. 

The  site  was  kindly  presented  by 
the  Hon.  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and 
conveyed  in  trust  to  the  above-named 
persons  and  their  successors  by  Alex- 
ander G,  Dallas  Esq.,  acting  on  be- 
half of  the  company. 

The  building  was  designed  by  and 
is  to  be  erected  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  Mr.  John  Wright,  archi- 
tect. 

With  these  memoranda  are  de- 
posited some  of  the  coin  of  the  realm, 
the  Christian  Guardian  of  June  IBth. 
1859,  published  in  Toronto,  C.  W., 
containing  the  flrst  conferential  list 
of  stations  of  Wesleyan  ministers,  In 
which  these  missions  are  included, 
with  the  latest  received  numbers  of 
the  Missionary  Notices,  as  also  of  the 
Halifax,  N.  S..  Provincial  Wesleyan, 
the  New  York.  San  Francisco  and 
Portland  Christian  Advocates,  and 
The  British  Colonist  and  Victoria  Ga- 
lette  of  this  town. 

His  Excellency  then  descended 
from  the  platform  to  the  northwest 
corner,  Mr.  Pldwell  put  the  tin  box, 
with  coin  and  papers,  into  the  cavity 
of  the  granite  stone,  Mr.  Wright,  ar- 
chitect, assisting.  His  Excellency 
took  the  trowel  and  gavel,  and  laid 


I  thf   corner    stone    of    tho    flrst    Wee- 
leyan  ohurch  founded  In  Victoria. 

Returning  to  The  platform  His  Ex- 
cellency congratulated  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Evans  on  the  success  attending  the 
mission,  the  great  acquisition  which 
it  was  to  the  country,  and  referred 
to  the  progress  made  within  a  brief 
period  here  where  but  a  few  years 
ago  all  was  desolation  and  the  Indian 
the  only  human  inhabitant. 

A  hymn  having  been  sung,  the 
Rev.  W.  F.  Clarke.  Congregational 
missionary,  made  a  prayer,  when  Dr. 
Evans  concluded  the  ceremony  by 
pronouncing  a  benediction. 
Recalld   Incident 

>(By  Kdgar  Fawcett) 
well  remember  the  laying  of  the 
corner  stone  of  this  church,  in  the 
Summer  of  1859.  on  the  cornej;  of 
Pandora  and  Broad  Streets,  where 
now  stands  Brackman  &  Ker's  feed 
business.  I  doubt  if  there  are  ten. 
persons  with  us  today  to  tell  the  tale. 
It  was  with  the  exception  of  Victoria 
District  Church  on  Church  Hill  (built 
In  18B5-6)  and  the  flrst  R.  C.  Church, 
commenced  In  1858,  the  flrst  pre- 
tentious building  for  worship. 

The  first  band  of  missionaries  ar- 
rived in  February,  1859,  within  three 
days  of  our  family,  If  not  by  the  same 
steamer  (Northerner).  I  attended 
many  tea  meetlnits  or  tea  fitchts,  as 
we  youths  used  to  call  them.  The 
tickets  for  which,  sold  by  the  ladies 
of  the  church,  were  $1.60  each,  chil- 
dren half  price.  This  would  be  con- 
sidered a  good  price  to  charge  these 
days  for  tea  and  cake,  but  there  was 
a  varied  entertainment  in  addition, 
with  some  good  singing  by  volun- 
teers from  other  churches,  and  all 
this  was  over  58  years  ago.
